WASHINGTON, June 20—(AP) 
—Twenty-one members of the 
Communist Partys secondary 
command were indicted today on 
charges of plotting violent over- 
throw of the United States 
government. 

Seventeen of those indicted by 
a federal grand jury in New York 
were seized ih an early-morning 
roundup by Federal Bureau of 
Investigation agents. The four 
other were being sought. 

Sixteen of the arrests were in 
New York, the other in Pitts- 
| burgh

that each of those rounded up 
now hold or have held official 
position in the Communist Party.

OTTAWA, June 20 (CP) — 
George Drew today forced a Com- 
mons vote on the Chinese ships 
controversy after Prime Minister 
St. Laurent declined to make pu! 
lic a cabinet directive free 
their owners from an obligation 
to use British officers, The Prime 
Minister was upheld in the vote, 
143 to 28. 


The controversy over seven 
Canadian ~ registered Chinese - 
owned merchant ships plying be- 
tween Hong Kong and Red China 
under the Canadian flag broke out 
in the Commons anew at the start 
of the morning sitting. The ships 
were built in Canada for the 
Ming Sung Industrial Corporation 
and permission to fly the Cana- 
dian flag was given last year.

Want Documents Tabled 


"Today's battle was fought over

That proposal] was a compro- 
mise offer from Britain of a finan- 
cial advance, instead of turning 
over, as the Iranians demanded, 
virtually all the profits of the 
company since enactment of the 
nationalization law in March. 

“When Iran rejected this offer 
Tuesday, the British representa- 
tives announced this meant nego- 
tiations had been broken off. 
At 1:30 p.m. (local time) the 
cabinet meeting—longest in the 
memory of Iranian politicians — 
was still going on. 

During thé morning telephone 
and telegraph communication was 
broken off with southern Iran. 

After 4% hours, Gen. Abbas 
Garzan, army chief of staff was 
called into the cabinet meeting 
in Mossadegh's house. 

Severa] cabinet members in- 
cluding foreign minister Bagher 
Kazemi, left the meeting for in- 
tervals of up to an hour, but none 
would say what was going on at 
the session.

The case has attracted wide at- 
tention because of its implications 
for Canadian labor. In awarding 
Kuzych damages and ordering the 
union to reinstate him, Mr. Justice 
Norman Whittaker of the British 
Columbia Supreme Court had 
commented that the union's ac- 
tion in expelling Kuzych "is little 
less than a sentence of industrial 
death.”

This has 
been an important question for every 
government which has attempted to 
treat people fairly, and it is a question 
which needs to be asked today.

The Ontario Labour Relations Board 
is à body of watchmen. Its job is to 
güard the rights of both parties in any | 
labour disputes which are referred to it. 
It possesses wide powers, and its decis- 
lons are not supposed to be subject to| 
appeal. But in a recent case, so fam- 
iliar to our readers that we need not 
repeat the details of it here, a decision 
of this Board was reversed by Mr. Just- 
ice Gale of the Ontario Supreme Court; 
it was his contention that justice had 

( been denied one of the parties to the 

` dispute. And since that time there has 
been an uproar, principally from labour 
leaders and from some labour leaders| 
who are members of the Ontario Rela- 
tions Board. They appear to be less con- | 
cerned with justice than with the right | 
of the Board to do as it pleases, and| 
they have shown clearly that in matters 
relating to labour they are strongly pre- | 
judiced on the side of employees against 
employers. Are people holding such un- | 

» judicial opinions fit judges of disputed | 
matters? We think not. Therefore| 
there must be some power to watch over | 
their decisions and correct them if it 
appears that justice is not done. There | 
must, in fact, be somebody to watch the | 
watchers. 


Who is fitted for such a task? The 
answer is easy. Who but our courts? | 
They are conducted not according to| 
the prejudices of individual judges, but | 
according to an accumulation of law and | 
precedent, very long in the making; 
some of the basic tenets of our law go 
back to. Roman times, and some-to 
Alfred the Great. Under the fantastic | 
jungle of complication which has over- | 
grown-the law, there are some sturdy old | 
tree-trunks of common-sense and com- | 
aon justice, and there is no earthly | 
reason why they should not be applied | 
to labour matters as well as to othér| 
concerns. There is no good reason why 
an Ontario Labour Relations Board 
should be a law unto itself.

If a suspected driver does not want to 
take the test, the courts. will be anxious 
to establish why he did not. 

The admissibility of the tests as evi- 
dence is being made-general. They will 
apply in other cases than those of drunk 
driving. Another necessáry amend- | 
ment to the law will set up a new 
traffic charge: a lesser one of a driver 
in charge of a motor vehicle while his 
ability to: drive was "impaired" by 
&lcohol. Heretofore it has been diffi- 
cult to get convictions on charges of| 
drunk driving because intoxication | 
could not be proved. The proof will now 
be easier to get, but there will still be| 
many border-line cáses. Formerly the} 
accused got off very lightly when drunk- 
enness could not be fully. established. 
Now he can be convicted because his 
ability to drive has been impaired by 
alcohol. The penalties on this charge! 
will be less than for outright drunken- 
ness at the wheel.

The Folly Of Watering The 


Lawn 
(Ottawa Citizen) 

T is unfair to indict Father for laziness 

when he grumbles about watering the 
lawn, Knowingly or hot, he is merely being 
scientific, and in trying to escape the chore, 
is acting in the lawn's best interests. As a 
recent research study at the University of 
Pennsylvania shows, and as Federal District 
Commission practice proves, the less a lawn 
is watered, the better it thrives. In fact, ex- 
cessive watering damages a lawn. 

The scientific reasons are simple, and 
should be easy for Father to remember and 
enumerate next time his urn to water the 
lawn comes up. Heavy soils become water- 
logged from excessive summer watering. The 
deeper roots suffocate then from lack of air. 
Moreover, beneficial soil bacteria cease to 
function without air, and the grass then 
lacks both air and nutrition. In consequence, 
the grass languishes. But not, unfortunately, 
the weeds and clover. In these circumstances 
they flourish. 

The soil needs a chance to dry, and this

early August. Then, watering should be done 
about every ten days, depending on rainfall 
and. soil conditions. When a lawn is finally 
watered, it should be soaked sufficiently for 
a moisture penetration of about four inches. 
Frequent light watering—a practice only too 
widespread, as it saves the conscience of 
the indolent—only encourages surface root- 
resulting in weak plants subject to 
winter kill and to weed and clover infesta- 
tion. A dry lawn, on the other hand, need 
occasion no alarm. It means deeper roots and 
stronger plants. 

This theory is practised by the Federal 
District Commission, which does not sprinkle 
the Driveway lawns at all, and which waters 
the lawns on Parliament Hill and the War 
Memorial during July and August, but only 
when watering is needed.

WITH.THE CANADIANS IN 
KOREA, June 20 —(CP)— Were 
the Patricias to take their creden- 
tials with them when they move| 
back “for keeps" into the Cana- 
dian 25th Infantry Brigade -their | 
report card would read: “100 per| 
eent across the board." 


The Patricias' record is unbeat- 
able: they have. taken al] their 
objectives, have invariably been 
first in joint. operations,- and 
never once have given ground. 

They've never lost a prisoner. 

And the lightness of  their| 
casualties—about 40 killed and 
120 wounded in- almost four| 
months' fighting—speaks worlds| 
for their training and leadership. 
- The Patricias have done the job 
well and economically, even dur- 
ing their outstanding battles. In 
the first, last March 7, it was a 
question of spiking the Chinese| 
out of their dugouts with bayonets 
and grenades. The second, April 
24-25, they held firm against the| 
concentrated weight of the entire 
Chinese offensive in their sector. 


Unit Overlooked 


Paradoxically, though known at 
home, the Canadians’ amazing 
record is unknown in the theatre 
and twice they've seen the credit 
for their own actions go to others 
in the army news sheets. |

4 cups (2% lbs.) prepared fruit 
7 cups (3 Ibs.) sugar 

% bottle liquid fruit pectin 

To prepare fruit: Remove skins 
in 'quarters from 1 medium-sized 
orange and 1 medium-sized lem- 
on. Lay quarters flat; shave off 
and discard about half of white 
part. With a sharp knife or scis- 
sors, slice. remaining rind very 
fine. Add !4 cup water and % tea- 
spoon baking soda; bring to a boil 
and simmer, covered, 20 minutes 
stirring occasionally. Cut off tight 
skin of peeled fruit and slip pulp 
out of each section. Add pulp and 
juice to undrained, cooked rind 
an simmer, covered, 20 minutes 
longer. Crush thoroughly about t 
quart fully ripe strawberries. 
Combine fruits and ‘measure 4 
cups into a very large saucepan. 

To make the marmalade: Add 
sugar to fruit in saucepan and mix 
well. Place over high heat, bring 
to a full rolling boil, and boil 
hard 1 minute, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat and at once 
stir in liquid pectin. Then stir 
and skim by turns for 5 minutes, 
to cool slightly, to prevent float- 
ing fruit. Ladle quickly into glass- 
es. Melt new wax and pour over 
marmalade; cover. Makes about 
10 six-ounce glasses. 


Canned Tomatoes 


Plunge into boiling water for 
159' minute. Plunge quickly into. 
cold water. Cut out stem ends, 
peel and quarter. Bring to a boil, 
stirring often: Pack hot in hot 
sterilized jars to within % inch 
of top.

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Hany MP's Say 
Grants To Cities

OTTAWA, June 21 (CP)—The 
Federal government is increasing 
the grants it pays in lieu of taxes 
to centres with a concentration of 
federal property. But many Com- 
mons members, including some 
government supporters, think it 
isn't doing enough.

Graduates Told 


LENNOXVILLE, Que., June 21 
(CP)—It is the responsibility of 
the educated man everywhere to 
"keep our vision unclouded and 
keep unchanged our sense of what 
is right," Arthur Hays Sulberger, 
publisher and president of the 
New York Times, said today. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery at Bishop's University con- 
vocation ceremonies, Mr, Sulz- 
berger warned of primary fears 
which must be faced and conquer- 
ed “by all of us." 

Among such were fear of Rus- 
sia, arming of Germany and fear 
of ourselves. 

"How are we going to behave 
....88 We grow stronger and sense 
our might? Have we the moral 
fibre to remain just? Have we the 
spiritual strength to keep our vi~ 
sion unclouded and keep unchang- 
ed our sense of what is right?" he 
asked. 


Too Nuch Emp! 

He said people of the Western 
world run the risk of putting too 
much emphasis on physical sur-- 
vival and not enough on possess- 
ing spiritual qualities which make 
physical survival worth while. 

“The educated man, has to do 
more than is required of other 
citizens} He has to serve his coun- _ 
try better than those not so for- 
tunate and has to do these things 
because he is better able to, It is 
the price he owes to a free so- 
ciety..:.” 

In reference to the world situ- 
ation, he said the United States is 
not interested in organizing a 
coalition filled with obedient sa- 
tellites. 

“We are trying to create a coali- 
|tion based on justice and morai- 
ity. We are trying to persuade 
equal allies with different back- 
grounds, different problems, and 
stubborn political parties thay 
their interests and our interests 
coincide."

VOLUME of memoirs, correspondence, or 

autobiography often communicates more 
of the heart of a than half-a-dozen for- 
mal histories. Stephen Spender evokes just 
thi& sense of the pressure and temper of 
events in his recently published World Within 
World (Hamish Hamilton). The greater part 
of this personal record centres round the lit- 
erary movement of the 1930s in which he 
played such a prominent part. 

The poets and prose writers who formed 
that group no longer have much in common. 
But in the early 1930s there was a sufficient 
identity of aim, a common approach to litera- 
ture to link them together. Spender's account 
of his own poetic progress is of great interest. 
He developed at an early age the ambition to 
be a poet. At first, feeling his way among 
the great works of the past, he thought of the 
world of poetry as separate from the real one. 
The poet, he considered, rejects the pre-oc- 
cupations of everyday life, and creates out of 
his imagination a world of timeless things. 

3 9 + * 
BERE was nothing here with which the 
writers of the 1920s Would disagree, Their 
interest, if one can generalize about such 
matters, was in extending the range of their 
sensibility; of developing new techniques to 
express complicated states of mind. As a 
consequence they tended to work within a 
rather narrow range of experience. There 
was room for another approach. When at the 
age of 19 Spendef arrived at Oxford Univer- 
sity, he met the poet W. H, Auden who was 
a year his senior. Auden had already sum- 
med up the position. With a few notable ex- 
ceptions he regarded the literary stage as 
empty. ‘Evidently they are waiting for some- 
one' he said. Under this influence Spender 
changed his approach to poetry. 

The poet, he now considered, does not work 
in a special sphere. The man-made world is 
& set of symbols projected by the conscious- 
ness of individuals, The poet translates these 
symbols back into the language of dreams 
and phantasy. Spender began to see the ma- 
terial for poetry in objécts which had hither- 
to seemed ugly and unpromising, One con- 
sequence of thinking along these lines was 
the introduction of a new range of imagery. 
References to arterial roads, factories, cock- 
tail bars and machinery of all kinds began to 
appear in the poems of this new generation. 
These images supplied, as 1t were, an identi- 
fying uniform by which the poems of Auden, 
Spender, Day, Lewis, MacNeice, Bernard 
Spencer and other members of the group 
could be distinguished from their elders.

FURTHER modification to Spender's lit- 

erary aims came at this time from another 
quarter. T. S. Eliot,-one of the few contem- 
porary writers they considered acceptable, on 
hearing that Spender wished to be a poet, ob- | 
jected: ‘I don't know quite what you mean 
by “being a poet”.’ Spender saw, with a flash 
of insight, that he could not devote himself 
to poetry; that he was essentially a writer 
of fragments of autobiography—sometimes in 
the form of poems, sometimes in other forms. 
This is certainly true and marks his differ- 
ence from a poet like Auden, whoso thought 
is more abstract in its nature. 

Besides the fresh imagery and certain tech- 
nical innovations there was another distin- 
guishing element in the literature of the 
Thirties: its social awareness. Thése writ-| 
ers not only dealt with objects; there was the | 
problem of other people, The social and po- | 
litical atmosphere of the times led inevitably 
to participátion in public events. Here again 
Spender's record of his own experiences is 
significant. He became concerned with the| 
under-privileged members of society, from 
the guilty feeling that he was himself over- 
privileged, This led him to identify himself | 
politically with the extreme left wing, as did 
many of his generation. It was not a suc-| 
cess.. As Spender puts it; ‘I came tw see that 
within the struggle for a juster world, there 
is a further struggle between the individual 
who cares for long-term values and those 


to gain immediate political ends.’ He real- 
ized that a serious writer cannot renounce the 
private qualities of his own personality. It 
is interesting to note his present position 
which he indicates later in the book when he 
writes: ‘The greatest of all human delusions 
is that there is a tangible goal, and not just 
direction towards an ideal aim. And this} 
speculation leads to a fruitful consideration 
of poetic form, seen as the struggle of certain 
living material to achieve itself within a 
pattern, and not as the correct observance of | 
a set of rules,

ORLD WITHIN WORLD deals with other 

subjects besides the literature of the’ 
Thirties. Literature is one of the three 
strands which compose the thread of the au- | 
thor's story. The other two are his political | 
concerns, and his family and personal rela- 
tionships, on which he Writes with both hon- 
esty and restraint. To some readers, the de- 
scriptions of his meetings with such well 
known figures as Virginia Woolf, Christopher 
Isherwoed, Andre Malraux and Ernest Hem- 
ingway will prove amongst the most interest- 
ing pages. His sketch of W. B. Yeats who ‘at 
the age of seventy, had something of the ap- 


shaggy, hanging head and a dazed, grey, bind 
gaze’ is followed by a penetratinmg-and-sym- 
pathetic account of his conversations with 
the great Irish poet. 

Looking back on his early days at the age 
of forty Spender reflects: 'We were the di- 
vided generation of Hamlets who found the 
times out of joint and failed to set them right.’ 
Not altogether a fair summary, the reader 
may reflect. For at least they created a gen- 
eral awareness of the problems to be solved, 
even if they could not provide the answers.

D H. Lawrence was a g. -at provider of an- 
swers, though they often seemed difficult 
to apply in a practical manner. Spender men- 
tions h'm as among the few older writers that 
his generation approved: 'Lawrence....wrote 
poetry and prose which turned outwards from 
himself towards men and women, and towards 
men and nature. He had an abhorrence for 
the isolation of certain modern writers within 
their own highly developed sensibility.’ Law- 
rence did not suffer the temporary eclipse 
which death brings to the reputation of even 
the greatest men, He was a controversial 
figure.

Charm Of Paris Street Names 


(FRENCH INFORMATION) 


ISITORS to Paris discover that the names 

of Paris streets are often as charming 
as the winding alleys and broad boulevards 
themselves. 
for instance is identified by a prosaic 
phrase like rty-Second and Broadway. 
Paris traffic churns at its most intense where 
the Champ Elysees (Avenue of the Elysian 
Fields) enters the Place de l'Etoile (the Place 
of the Star).

T. S. Eliot com- 
ments in his foreword: ‘...I think this is a 
sérious piece of criticism of Lawrence, of a 
kind for which the time is now due, We have 
had a number of books about Lawrence by 
people who knew him; we need books about 
him by critics who know him only through 
his works. Father William Tiverton, who 
fulfils this condition, states frankly that one 
of his reasons for writing the book is. the lack 
of a full length study of Lawrence which ap- 
proaches him' ‘specifically from the Christian 
Angle’. He does indeed show some interest- 
ing relations between Lawrence's views and 
Christian teaching. It is a difficult task, for 
Lawrence was not systematic either in his 
thinking or reading. The last chapter; where 
Lawrence's thought is related to the existen- 
tialist philosophers, is less successful on this 
account. ‘Throughout the book, which is writ- 
ten for those with a knowledge of the novels 
and poetry, there is much shrewd and sen- 
sible criticism. 

D. H. Lawrence had that mythopoetic fa- 
culty, which is characteristic of a certain type 
of poetic writer. It is a rare gift, and the di- 
ficulty of using it in a novel is shown by the 
partial failure of his "The Plumed Serpent. 
Edgar Mittelholzer's recently published Sha- 
dows Move Among Them (Peter Nevill) re- 
veals a similar myth making gift; and he too 
has not quite succeeded. Nevertheless his 
novel, set in a small community of British 
Guiana, is a remarkable and original piece of 
writing.

M The United Electric Workers (Ind.) has been rejected from the official 
central labour bodies of both the United States and Canada. Leaders of 
these organization — the Canadian Congress of Labour and the Congress 


of Indéstrial Organizations — have denounced the leadership of UE as. 


slaves to the dictates of the Communist party. 


Both the CIO and the CCL have made it clear that there is no room in 
the free trade union movement for organizations whose first loyalty lies 
outside both the boundaries of their countries and the recognized objectives 
of the trade union movement. 


"The Communist Party has gained a strong foothold in one of the 
nation’s most strategic industries: the electrical industry. It dominates 
the largest labour unior in that industry: the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers of America. It has seized control of its national 
office, the executive board, the paid staff, the union newspapers, and a 
number of the district councils and locals.” 


—From the report to the United States Congress by s 
special sub-committee of the House Committee on 
Education and Labour, December 14, 1948. 


There has, at no time, been any suggestion by the CIO or the CCL 
that the majority of the rank-and-file who still support UE are Communists, 
Organized labour believes, however, that these workers are entitled to mem- 
bership in a frea trade union recognized by other unions and playing its 
full pert in both nationel and international laubour affairs. It was for thet 
reason that IUE was brought into being. 


UE’s position during World War I! and since has been the position of 
the Communist Party. Many of its leaders have been éleorly marked as 


Communists, and they continue to force Communist policies on the mem- 
bership.

UE AND THE WAR 


. On August 29th, 1939, Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia signed an alliance 
which provided for the division of Poland between the Communists and the Nazis. 
Hitler was given a free hand to attack the democracies, and Stalin was to get 
the Baltic countries of Lituania, Latvia and Esthonia, So long as this unholy 
alliance existed, the Communist Party (and the UE) did everything possible to 
sabotage our war effort. On February 24, 1940, for instance, the UE News devoted 
a full page to the Communist pamphiet, “The Yanks Are Not Coming,” and de- 
scribed it as a “history-making publication.” 

UE also attacked President Roosevelt's proposal to give embattled Britain 100 
destroyers with which to fight Nazi submarines. Roosevelt's. policy of Lend-Lease 
of arms to Britain was called “war mongering,” and in the UE News of December 
15th, 1939, the UE attacked legislation of the Canadian Government aimed at pro- 
tecting our war production against spies and sabotage. 


UE gave full support to the communist-front “American Peace Mobilization” 
group which continued to picket the White House until June 22nd, 1941 — the day 
Hitler's troops attacked Russia. 


UE AND "PEACE" 


UE has been one of the major supporters of Communist front “Peace” orga- 
nizations in Canada. Ross Russell. UE's director of organization, was a member of 
the original Canadian Peace Congress Committee formed in Toronto in 19848. 
Russell and UE's vice-president Jean Pare were delegates to a Canadian “Peace” 
Congress convention in Toronto April 6-8, 1951. Pare was elected vice-chairman. 


UE has continually used the union organization through stewardg and other 
members to enlist support for the “Peace” Congress, the Stockholm “Peace” declar- 
ation, and “Ban the Bomb" petitions, 


This policy was iw line with a directive issued by the Soviet Cominform 
November 29, 1949, which said: “Particular attention should be devoted to bring. 
ing together into the movement of the supporters of peace the trade unions, etc...” 


ALBERT J. FITZGERALD, UE International President: ` 


The United States House of Representatives Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties said in its report published in 1949: “The concensus of opinion on Albert J. 
Fitzgerald among those who have studied Communist Party leadership of UERMWA 
is that he is a willing stooge for the Emspak.Matles Communist machine, 


“At the present time Fitzgerald is in the forefront of the Wallace third party 
movement, a movement which is now engaging the principal energies of the Com- 
munist party." 


The committee record then goes on to list six organizations, described as a “Com- 
munist front organization” with which Ejtzgerald had been affiliated.

Up until the day Russia was attacked, the UE followed Communist policy by 
Promoting strikes in strategic war industries.) At the 1940 CCL Convention, UE 
introduced a resolution demanding that the labour movement should strike in vio- 
lation of wartime legislation. “The only real weapon Labour has,” the UE said 
of war-time strikes. C. S. Jackson even boasts that it was his action in promoting 
an illegal strike in GE which caused his internment in 1941. (According te the 


United States Congressional Report Jackson was interned as a “Dangerous Com. 
munist.”) 


But when the Soviet Union was invaded on June 22, 1941, everything changed 
overnight, By May 9, 1942, the Canadian UE News was giving its blessing to speed- 
ups in war plants. UE District President C. S. Jackson enthusiastically supported 
a “no strike" policy. UE District Secretary-Treasurer George Harris at the CCL 


Convention in 1944 refused to support the wage demands of the Packinghouse 
workers for fear it might lead to a strike. 


UE really collaborated with the bosses in this period. The UE Executive Board 
recommended, as reported in UE News for July 3, 1941, that there was no reason 


why the ‘no strike" policy could not be continued in peacetime. UE favoured com- 
plete abandonment of the workers' right to strike for any cause.

The Canadian “Peace” Congress, the Stockholm Petition and “Ban the Bomb” 
petitions have been clearly proven to be Communist-inspired. Speaking in Sud- 
bury, Ont., April 20, 1951, Hon. Lester B. Pearson, Secretary of State for External 
Affairs, branded the Canadian “Peace” Congress as “the agent of a foreign, aggres- 
sive imperialism.” 


Mr. Pearson said these “peace” campaigns were designed “purely and simply 
to eliminate the most important deterrent weapon possessed by the West at a time 
when the Soviet Union and its friends and satellites have such a great superiority 
in other types of military power." 

He said nothing was more revealing about the “Peace” Congress than the fact 
it applied different standards in judging the Soviet and Canada. For a Russian to 


call for rearmament was laudable, for a Canadian to do the same was “arrant 
warmongering.” 


UE's OFFICERS 


C. 8. JACKSON, Canadian UE Director: 
The United States House of Representatives Committee on Un-American Activi- 
tieg said in a report published in 1949: "Clarence S. Jackson is president of the 


Canadian district of UERMWA and by virtue of that position one of UE interna 
tional vice-presidents. 


“Early. i World War II the Canadian Government interned Jackson was a “dan- 
werous Communist’. š 
“Although Jackson was a delegate to the 1948 convention of the UERMWA he 


did not attend. He was stopped at the border and denied entrance into the United 
States by our immigration authorities.” 


In April, 1947, Jakson was appointed to the Board of Trustees of The Canadian 
Tribune publication for the Communist party in Canada, 


In March, 1946, when activities of a Soviet spy ring in Canada were disclosed 
by Igor Gauzenko, former Soviet Embassy employee, UE sprng to the defence of 
“our gallant wartime ally, the Soviet Union.” UE said the evidence uncovered by 
a Royal Commission was “lies.” At the same time UE complained that scientific 
information the spies had obtained had not been given freely to the Soviet. 


On October 18, 1946, the Canadian UE News was helping raise money for the 
World Federation of Democratic Youth which pledged $20,000 to buy comforts for 
members of à Communist Youth Brigade working on a Yugoslavia railway. 


On August 15, 1947, Canadian UE News complained that Canada had sold 


surplus war materials to The Netherlands while nothing was sent to the Soviet or 
Soviet satellites, 


The UE District Council meeting at Montreal, January, 1951, adopted a fiat 
“No Conscription” policy.

"There may be—indeed there are—some deluded idealists among them, but be- 


hind this and controlling them are the agent of a foreign power, Mr. Pearson 
charged, 


"Even the idealists cannot be regarded as’ disinterested enthusiasts searching for 
peace. If they were, they would be content to apply the same standards to all 
countries. They must simply be regarded as the instruments, often, I am afraid, 
the willing and skillful instruments of a ruthless conspiracy which is intent on 


destroying the free world and imposing its powerful system of abominable repre- “ 
ion everywhere.” 


He said further that the “peace” groups had supported only the policies of the 
Soviet with regard to the atom bomb and Korea. They had completely ignored 
the policies advocated and supported by other members of the United Nations. 


GEORGE HARRIS, Canadian UE Secretary-Treaurer: 

Hri is a selfadmitted Communist.He has used his column in the Canadian UE 
News to support the Soviet policy in Korea. He recently took a prominent part 
in a "peace" meeting at Massey Hall, Toronto, which cheered Soviet gains against 
the United Nations. 


ROSS RUSSELL, Canadian UE Organization Director: 

Russell was one of the founders of the Canadian “Peace” Congress. In early 
1949 he visited Europe and returned to Canada lauding Soviet policies and the 
Communist-dominated World Federation of Trade Unions which has been reject- 


ed by labur n the democratic countries. Russell is also a self admitted Com- 
munist.

Go On Reserve Force 
In Signalling, 
Anti-Aircraft Units 


Women will be recruited into 
the 50th Heavy Anti-Aircraft Re- 
giment starting in September 
when the Canadian Army will in- 
troduce the new program of wo- 
men in the reserve force units, 
heavy anti-aircraft and signalling 
groups. 

Announcement of the program 
was first made Tuesday by Ma- 
jor-General H. D, Graham, officer 
commanding the army’s central 
command. 

Canadian women have never 
served in the anti-aircraft bat- 
teries but the British women did 
during the last war, When there 
was a shortage of manpower in 
England, thé army recruited 
women for the defences. They 
were trained to operate. the fir- 
ing of the anti-aircraft guns. In 
some cases the guns were manned 
by women. 

Some On Coast 


In Canada during the Second 
World War women were enlisted 
along the coasts to man the shore 
defences, But they played only a 
minor part. X 

Since news of the new program 
first became known inquiries have 
been made at the Peterborough 
armouries asking when the re- 
cruiting will start. But until today 
no official announcement was 
made. 

The actual recruiting of women 
to the strength of the 50th Re- 
giment will stárt September 1, 
but during the summer months 
the recruiting officer for the re- 
giment will interview prospective 
enlistments, All the applications 
will be thoroughly screened by 
former members of the Canadian 
Army Women's Corps. 

How many will be taken ~ on 
strength in Peterborough ís un- 
known yet, as the distribution. to 
the various units is now being de- 
cided. But a regiment official said 
that it would be “a substantial 
number," 

The women will be part of the 
regiment, training two nights a 
week at the same rates of pay as 
the men. But only single women 
between the áges of 19 and 41 
will be admitted. 

After a basic training period, 
the same as the men's training 
program, the women will be as- 
signed to the duties which they 
select and there will be trained. 
Positions available to the wo- 


administration, But women will 
also be enlisted for the positions 


of the guns’ fire control (involves 
working on the radar equipment 
including the predictor) and as 
Operators en the large 3.7-inch 
guns, now belonging to the regi- 
ment.

Slapping Baby 
Now Outdated 


MONTREAL, June 21—(CP)— 
Slapping a newborn baby’s back- 
side to start him breathing is 
behind the times. So is tickling 
his feet. 

That’s the conclusion from a 
survey of resuscitation methods, 
at birth, in 100 hospitals. 

Dr. J. L, McArthur of Montreal 
told the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation about his.survey today and 
said only 17 per cent of obstetri- 
cians favor such once-common 
methods of stimulation, 

Mechanical resuscitators pro- 
viding oxygen are used in 90 


The four patients are the guinea 
pigs in a metabolism study of 
arthritis They are segregated 
from. other patients in the hos- 
pital and a special diet kitchen, 
nursing and orderly staff has been 
organized to maintain rigid con- 
trol of their diet and living con- 
dtions. 

The metabolc unit, one of four 
in department of veterans affairs 
hospitals in Canada, accurately 
records the patient's food intake 
and the wastes from his body. 


Carefully Measured 


Where food is measured by the 
ton for other patients, their diet 
is weighed by the ounce and frac- 
tions of ' an ounce. Even their 
drinking water is carefully meas- 
ured, 

A sample luncheon consists of 
sevent ounces of tenderloin steak, 
potato, carrots, raspberries and 
tea. This choice agrees with a cur- 
rent medical theory that arthrit- 
ics should be fed foods containing 
a high amount of protein. 

Several doctors are working on 
the metabolism’ study at Sunny-| 
brook under fellowships provided 
by the Canadian Arthritis and 
Rheumatism Society.

RC Archbishop 
Groesz 
Pleads Guilty 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, June 22 
(AP) —Archbishop Jos zh 
Groesz, successor to Ca al 
Mindszenty as head of the Ro- 
man Catholic church in Hungary, 
pleaded guilty today to plotting 
against this country’s communist 
government, and to other charges. 

The archbishop and eight oth- 
ers went on trial before Judge 
Vilmos Olti who headed the court 
which convicted Cardinal Minds- 
zenty of similar charges and sent 
the primate to prison for life.

The nine defendants, each 
guarded by tw6 wardens, sat mo- 
tiónless on benches as the court 
opened.

Eight 
defendants — five of them men 
of the church, were garbed in sol- 
emn, dark suits. The ninth de- 
fendant, an American legation 
employee Elajos Pongracz, 42, a 
Hungarian national, wore a light- 
gray, checked sports jacket. 

Each defendant was questioned 
by the judge who then read a 
12-page indictment accusing the 
defendants of organizing a plot to 
overthrow the Hungarian govern- 
ment and restore the kingdom of 
the Hapsburgs. This was the 
principal charge against Cardinal 
Mindszenty in 1949. 

Five of the accused are charged | 
with having led the plot to 
throw the state; two others 
varticipating in the plot. One de- 
fendant is accused of murder. 

The charges also include spy- 
ing on behalf of an “imperialist 
power,” obviously meaning the 
United States, and black market 
currency dealings. In addition, 
many lesser offenses were listed 
in the indictment.

Pal Bozsik, a Róman Catholic 
priest who was a member of the

OTTAWA, June 22 (CP). 
Record breaking imports are 
pushing Canada’s adverse trade 
balance to new heights, the Bu- 
reau of Statistics reported Thurs- 
day. 

Despite increased sales abroad, 
the import balance in April in- 
Greased markedly compared with 
the first three months of the year. 

Imports during April totalled 
$393,000,000 in value, a rise of 70 
per cent over April last year and 
$50,500,000 above the March fig- 
ure of $342,500,000. Domestic ex- 
ports in April increased nearly 44 
per cent over last year to $295,- 
200,000, whilé foreign exports in- 
resed to $5,000,000 from $4,200,- 
The adverse balance for April 
was $92,900,000, compared with 
. [$21,200,000 in April last year. 


52 Per Cent Increase ^d 


In the first four months-of the 
year, imports rose nearly 52 per 
cent to $1,336,900,000, compared 
with $880,400,000 in the- same 
period of last year. Domestic ex- 
ports during this period increased 
29 per cent, to $1,104,400,000 from 
$854,400,000 and foreign exports 
to $5,000,000 from $4,200,000. 

This brought the adverse bal- 
ance for the four month period to 
$217,100,000 against $13,700,000 in 
the similar period of last year. 

Increased purchases from the 
United States accounted for about 
70 per cent of the rise in total 
April imports, but there were'in- 
creases as well in imports from 
the United Kingdom and other 
countries.

For Action 


On Counties Road System 


COBOURG, June 22 (ENS—The 
announcement by Warden George 
Walton at Thursday's session of 
Northumberland and Durham 
Counties Council, that the coun- 
ties were not getting the value for 
the money they put into the 
“counties road system, jarred a 
dull session into a lively discus- 
sion of county roads and resulted 
in the decision to more or less 
read the riot act to the members 
of the road staff. e 


The warden's comments came 
right after Highways Minister 
George Doucette had retired after 
giving a general talk to the coun- 
ties council on road matters. 


“We are not getting the value 
for the money being spent on our 
county roads to«day. Where the 
trouble is, I don't know. I am not 
the only one who is not satisfied," 
declared Warden Walton in his 
opening remarks. 

“We should take stock, especial- 

.ly the Road Commission, to clear 
up things. They say that there are 
in some instances better roads in 
the townships than in the county 
road system. That is not good 
business and it has got to stop. 
The Department of Highways is 
not satisfied either. Let us be fair 
to our taxpayers. Let us get down 
io business. I would like to see 
us have another road and bridge 
committee meeting to-day," the 
Warden said. 


Committee In Session 


A meeting of the road and| 
bridge committee was then called 
at which the Warden continued 
as follows: 

“The Deptment believes that we 
are not getting value for the 
money we are spending.

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Wait For The Life Cycle To End 
In The Lakes? 


The infestation of tent caterpillars 
has become an annual pestilence in the 
southern part of this province. Here in 
the Kawartha district we were told last 
spring that in. 1951 (now) the area 
would be comparatively free of the pests. 
Büt this spring the blight has been as 
heavy as last, although the concentra- 
tions may have shifted directions in 
some spots. The "natural enemies" of 
the caterpillars have not developed in 
strength and numibers to kill off the 
tent caterpillars. Yet that was seem- 
ingly the hope of Queen's Park and for- 
estry officials. We were advised to wait 
1t; out.

Now the caterpillars of this year are 
going into cocoon stage; that is the 
atinual wait-it-out slogan. They will 
not be a nuisance after they curl up in 
cocoons, True; but before they do take 
this rest from their ravages, the tent 
caterpillars have deflowered wide sec- 
tions of beautiful wooded areas, have 
despoiled foliage on cottage lots, have 
dropped down the necks of tourists, and 
have left some of the best resort areas 
in the province unattractive. The trees 
will not regain their foliage for another 
month.

In the very week that the caterpillars 
are reported to be passing into the 
cocoon stage, green scum begins to form 
on Sturgeon and Scugog lakes. We can 
expect it on other lakes in Ontario, 
though not in most of the Kawarthas. 
This slime wil presumably stay until 
mid-August, making the lake water un- 
desirable for even dish-washing, and 
unpleasant for'boating and swimming. 
“The only thing to do,” says the. Dist- 
rict Forester at Lindsay, “is to wait for 
the plants to conclude their life cycle."

While we wait for the tent caterpillars 
to conclude their cycles and the plants 
which form the green scum to conclude 
theirs, is this Province to lose its tour- 
ists? Can we afford to wait and see; 
and let unbalanced nature take her 
course?

What action 
are the Provincial and Federal tourist 
departments taking? The state of Mas- 
sachusetts, suffering from a caterpillaf 
infestation, has found D.D.T. spraying 
over -a very large territory reasonable 
and justifiable.

This matter is too big and important 
to be left to individual cottagers, local 
chambers of commerce, townships and 
counties. There should be a compre- 
hensive investigation and a central 
policy. It is not a typical Canadian 
way to sit back and do nothing. If we 
had let nature take its course this last 
century, this country would not now 
exist as a habitable region. Canadians 
who bear the heat of summer, the cold 

' of winter, who have carved fields out of 
forests, gold out of rocks and waterways 
out of swamps, must know in this year 
of caterpillars and slime that they must 
fight nature—all the time. It is time 
to fight the tent caterpillar and the 
slime. 


What Clothes Are For 


Every year, at this season, news items 
make their appearance which tell of 
magistrates who have permitted officers 
of their courts to take off their coats 
or who have ordered them to keep their 
coats on; sometimes the garment in 
question is the necktie. But there are 
usually arguments as to how fully cloth- 
ed men should be in hot weather, and 
what degree of undress may be permit- 
ted under varying circumstances. A 
quotation from a letter to the Montreal 
Star follows, which we think may be of 
interest to some readers: 

I draw your attention to the following 
incident. A few days ago, a school was 
holding iis track meeting at the Molson 
Stadium. It was a typical summer day. 
Two male officials, members of the staff, 
I presume, were seen discharging their, 
duties clad only in a pair of trousers, the’ 
upper part of their bodies quite nudes 
Added to this, there were two others who 
seemed to be spectators clad in shorts only 
I do not want hastily to condemn, but, 
teacher myself, I find the incident very 
thought provoking. There were children 
and female teachers around. 

In our opinion, people who put cloth- 
ing and stripping on moral grounds are 
barking up the wrong tree. Clothes 
have nothing to do with morality. 
Everybody knows what is underneath 
them, and in countries where little or 


no clothing is^ nakedness is not 
provocative of lubricity. Clothes are 
worn to ornament and dignify the body, 
and in the case of men the more clothes 
they wear the more dignified they are. 
Clergy, teachers, lawyers and officials 
of all kinds wear - špecial, elaborate 
clothing to give them added dignity. 

Therefore 1t seems obvious that, how- 
ever hot it may be, men should wear 
complete dress in the courts. On the 
sports ground, or when relaxing, we can- 
not see that it makes much difference if 
they go stark naked. We are altogether 
too apt to forget-that God made Adam 
and Eve naked, and that fhey did not 
think of clothes until after their con- 
versations with the Devil. 


Up, Bread, And At 'Em 

Bread may go up again in price, so 
Toronto bakers said this week. An in- 
crease of six cents a bushel on wheat 
may force a one-cent rise in the price 
of a loaf. If this should happen, it would 
be yet another example of how a frac- 
tional increase in wholesale price, er in 
the cost of the basic commodity is used 
to boost the retail price by a wnole unit 
—one cent, in the instance of bread. 

A standard loaf of bread, including 
flour, salt, air and water, weighs 114 
pounds. A bushel of wheat weighs 60 
pounds, Since wheat has gone up six 
cents a bushel, that means it has risen 
one-tenth of a cent a pound. We pre- 
sume that there may be as much as a 
pound of wheat 1n a loaf of bread. How 
are bakers to make up for the one-tenth 
of a cent increase in wheat that goes 
into bread? That is easy: charge a 
whole extra cent for the loaf. ' 

This business of recouping a fraction- 
al increase of costs at manufacturing or 
producing level by raising the retail 
price a complete unit—one cent, five 
cents, a dollar, is a common occurrence 
these years. The sales tax on cigarettes 
actually raises the price three cents. 
The former: price was 36 cents. But 
why add only three cents, when 40 cents 
& packet is such a nice round figure? 
So cigarettes go up to forty cents. In- 
creases in the sales tax from eight to 
ten per cent have put an extra eighth 
or tenth of a cent on, say, tinned goods. 
Does the retail price rise by a tenth of 
& cent? No. We have no coin of that 
value. The likelihood is that the tin 
òf juice has risen by a cent. 

Sometimes manufacturers absorb the 
fractional increase. The Toronto bakers 
do not seem inclined to take up the 
tenth of a cent additional cost of pro- 
ducing a loaf of bread due to the in- 
creased price of a bushel of wheat. They 
are now trying to get their public pre. |! 
pared to accept a whole cent increase. | 


Would this increase be justified? 

By the way, we note that the mild war 
among bakers which brought the price 
of bread down for a while last year has 
subsided. Peace seems to have been 
negotiated, and bread is back up. Peace 
has its price, too. 


Cutters-Out «+ ' 

The line of cars ahead on the highway 
is tedious. The duffer driving the car 
immediately in front is exasperating— 
too slow, too timid to take advantages 
of openings. I am in a hurry; can't 
stand this nonsense any longer... So 
the cutter-out may think, and he swings 
out of. the line of cars, expecting to nip 
in ahead somewhere. Even if there. is 
no visible place for him in front, he will 
make one. Sometimes he does, when 
fearful drivers see the cutter-out mak- 
ing things tight for himself and.every- 
body else. Sometimes he does not. 
Sometimes he makes room for death. 

Recent weekend reports of accidents 
show that cutters-out are involved in, 
even if they do not directly cause, a 
great number of serious accidents, some 
of them resulting in death. The cutter- 
out is a death-dealing criminal. Even if 
he is fool enough not to know the rules 
of the road, they are there for him in 
black and white: the signs “Do Not 
Pass" and the solid white line on the 
pavement, which it is an offence to 
cross at any time. The trovble is that 


this type of driver can be fool enough 
to think that Lady Luck will look after 
him. Sometimes she does, which whets 
his appetite for more cutting-out. 
'Sometimes she looks after him in thé 
immediate circumstances: it is some- 
body else, not the rash driver, who is 
injured or killed. After that, of course, 
the law catches up with the man. 

If, due to drivers who pull out of 
traffic lines when they should not, acci- 
dents continue at their present rate, the 
courts will have to be unusually severe, 
and deal with them as criminals or 
wilful murderers — which they set out 
to be when they cut out, or cut in. The 


best time to catch a potential killer is 
before he has killed. But it is seldom 
posstble to.recognize the ordinary killer 
ahead of time. It is possible to recog- 
nize the potential highway murderer. 
A driver who has cut out of traffic is 
guilty. of an offence even if, chance 
being with him, there has been no acci- 
dent. He should be reported. If more 
people on highways took the licence 
numbers of reckless drivers’ cars and 
gave them to the police, the chance- 
taking creatures who cause death and 
mishap would be fewer. But most people 
merely curse the driver who has made 
their hair stand on end and thank their 
lucky stars that they have had another 
escape. They do not like to be inform- 
ers, Is it not better to have. more in- 
formers and fewer accidents? 


ALPHA: Is it possible to send 
whisky to England, as a gift? I know that 
during the war -hearted mothers and 
wives used to dig out a loaf of bread, cache 
a bottle within, and send the rye to their men 
in uniform that way, but, really, the method 
is illegal, It might be embarrassing to Eng- 
lish recipients if the bottle, buried in bread, 
were discovered by customs men. 

ANSWER: Yes, you can send whisky legal- 
ly to bona fide residents of the U.K. The ma- 
jor Canadian distillers maintain bonded ware- 
houses in England from which the bottle or 
bottles you order are despatched. The way 
you go about it is this: order, through the 
distiller's local district agent or its main of- 
fices in Toronto, Montreal, Walkerville, etc. 
what you want, and pay for it, in dollars, at 
about $5.50 for thé top quality. (The price 
at the Liquor Store on Water Street is $4.30.) 
The $5.50 pays all shipping and delivery-to- 
U.K.-door charges, and the U.K. taxes, which 
are higher than Canada's, 

Actually the U.K. Government takes all but 
a dollar of this $5.50, Out of that dollar the 
company makes and bottles the whisky, ships 
it and takes its profit. You can imagine what 
profits and taxes the Federal and Provincial 
governments, and the Government Liquor 
Commission get even at the selling price oi 
$4.30. 

If you yourself should have a.tasie (in the 
U.K.) of this Canadian whisky which you 
send over, you will find it stronger than the 
same brand in Canada. It is 24.8 under proof, 
in conformity with U.K. regulations; the stuff 
in Canada is 30 under proof. "Proof" means 
51.14 per cent. of absolute alcohol by volume. 
Thus the whisky in England is about 43% per 
cent. alcohol by volume; in Canada only 40 
per cent. alcohol This weaker whisky— 
weaker than it used to be before the war—is 
a result of provincial Government preference 
and agreement of all the distillers to keep 
their product down to 30 under proof.

TORONTO READER of this column, who 
recently provided information in reply to 
‘an inquiry, sends this postscript: 

“In my letter, I referred to an implement by 
lumbermen and quarrymen. Let us for the 
nonce speak of it as P V, a symboi which is 
not freighted with preconceptions or what 
Pareto has called non-logicai “derivations”. 
Somewhat provocatively, I used the spelling 
“pee-vee”, believing that it might call forth 
a challenge supported by information which 
would clear up certain obscurities. P V isa 
variant of the old-fashioned cant-hook, the 
latter a wooden lever with a swinging metai 
hook, for canting logs, etc. The wooden lever 
of the PV has a pointed metal end. Earlier 
dictionaries mentioned the cant-hook, but 
only since the turn of the century have edi- 
tions of. Webster's and other United States’ 
dictionaries introduced the P V. Therein it is 
spelled “peavey” (said to be "after Joseph 
Peavey, the inventor"). Alas, we are left 
in darkness'as to how, when and where Jo- 
seph Peavey lived. 

"It is not intended here to gainsay the po- 
tency, even the universality, of United States 
inventive genius. But the germane fact con- 
fronts us that the P V was being used by 
Canadian woodsmen long before the word 
“peavey” began to appear in United States’ 
dictionaries, The simple adding of a spike to 
the strong, home-made Canadian cant-hook 
was not looked upon as the end-product of 
any towering inventive genius. 

“I am reminded of an account once given 
by Harper’s Magazine of a loca! surveyor who 
was at work in the Michigan woods. Ques- 
tioned about the solar compass, he was wont 
to affirm proudly: ‘Yes, I used to know Old 
Solar well, the inventor of the compass’. Nor 
would he deviate if it were suggested that 
the invention was not generally credited to 
his old friend Solar. With a fine burst of 
moral indignation, he would clinch the mat- 
ter: ‘That other fellow only stole the patent’. 
Surely United States ingenuity, which gave 
us the wooden nutmeg, will be capaple of in- 
venting a dictionary which will dispose of the 
P V problem with a more informative and 
finalistic Q, E. D. Meanwhile, since we are 
still among the ‘free countries’, there will be 
nothing to prevent people on either side of 
the ‘undefended border’ affirming with an 
ingenuous confidence iike unto that of a child 
on Christmas Eve: ‘There is a Joseph Peavey!’ 

“P.S.S.—That is, unless a Soviet dictionary, 
invented a la mode, appropriates certain 
patents and gives us in customary italic foot- 
nes: 'Solarinski, U.S.S.R’ and ‘Peaveyunkov- 
itch, U.S.S.R.’.”

THIS COULD SLOW UP THE GENERAL CONSIDERABLY 
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W.B. Yeats Honoured In London 


HE St. Pancras Education Public Libraries 

Committee in London recently honoured 
two famous Irishmen who lived in their bor- 
ough—George Bernard Shaw and William 
Butler Yeats.. On the house in Fitzroy 
Square, where Shaw lived and on the wall of 
18 Woburn Buildings (now known as 5 Wo- 
burn Walk) where Yeats lived for 24 years, 
plaques were unveiled commemorating their 
association with London. 

Yeats, describing his second floor apart- 
ment in Wobourn Buildings, related that “on 
the ground floor lived a shoemaker, on the 
first floor a workman and his family, and in 
the attic an old pedlar, who painted a little 
in water colours”. Here at “No. 18” were 
held the special Monday evening parties—at- 
tended from time to time by John Masefield, 
George Moore, Rupert Brooke, Rabindranath 
Tagore, Arthur Rackham, Desmond McCarthy 
and many other literary and artistic folk— 
when Yeats was at home to his friends. 

Unveiling the plaque T. S. Eliot spoke of 
his own visits to this circle, to which he was 
introduced by Ezra Pound. The window was 
then hung with a great blue curtain which 
Yeats says Lady Gregory must have given to 
him, and the room was lit, to quote Mr. Eliot, 
“by several candles of ecclesiastical propor- 
tions, which smoked in the corners, making 


the atmosphere less reminiscent of a Celtic 
twilight than of a London fog". He remem- 
bered the conversation as not always serious 
and not always about poetry, “But when it 
was serious it was very often about poetry, 
and when it was about poetry it was always 
serious”. 

Listening to T. S. Eliot and the other speak- 
ers, among whom were the Mayor and De- 
puty Mayor of St. Pancras, were the guests 
who included the Irish Ambassador, Mr. F. 
H. Boland, the former Ambassador, Mr. John 
W. Dulanty, Mr. Lennox Robinson, repre- 
senting the Abbey Theatre and the Irish Aca- 
demy*of Letters, Mr. Cecil Day Lewis, Sturge 
Moore and Edmond Dulac.

Will Aid 
NZ Climbers

CHRISTCHURCH; NZ (CP)— 
|Mountai n climbers in the fast- 
| nesses of New Zealand's Southern 
Alps are no longer out of touch 
with the rest of the world. A 
network of radio telephones has 
been installed in mountain huts 
in recent months by post and 
telegraph department technicians. 
Some climbers don't like this 
intrusion into their mountain 
privacy, but they nevertheless 
admit that the telephones will 
prove an invaluable safety de- 
vice. Several have been install- 
ed in the Mount Cook region, 
which has taken a toll of many 
lives in the past. Alpinists say 
that had radio telephones been 
available: the loss of life would 
have been cut considerably. 
Mount Cook, New Zealand's 
highest mountain (12,349 feet) is 
a veal test of mountaineering. 
Radio telephones in the Gárdiner 
Hut (5,300 feet) and Haast Hut 
(7,000 feet), two of the huts most 
used by climbing parties, will be 
exceedingly useful for reporting

IUE - CIO:— 


IUE-CIO is a union established by the CIO to give democratic representation to workers in the electrical indus- 
try throughout Canada and the United States. 


IUE-CIÓ now have 350,000 members and bargains for 75,000 General Electric employees, a majority of the 
GE workers. 


IUE-CIO is directly affiliated with the 6,000,000 members of the CIO, the 360,000 members of the Canadian 
Conaress of Labour, and the 53,000,000 members of the International Confederation of Free Trade Unions. 
IUE-CIO is the only industrial type electrical union recognized by the labour movements of Canada and the 
United States. 

IUE-CIO has made notable contract gains for electrical workers in both countries. The IUE-CIO contract 
with the GE chain in the United States was the first contract to include a one-way cost-of-living escalator 


‘clause — increases when the cost-of-living index went up but no decreases when it went down. 


IUE-CIO, representing the GE office workers in Peterborough made contract gains far in advance of those of 
UE representing the production workers,

UE has been repudiated by the Labour Mein of Canada and the United States and has been declared by 
a committee of the United States Congress to be an organization under the control of the Communist party. 


UE is an independent, isolated organization with no formal relationship with. any other union. 


UE has failed to negotiate contracts to which the workers in the electricul industry are entitled. In the 
Peterborough Works the latest UE contract covering all the production workers failed to even provide ade- 
qudte compensation for price rises since the last increase in 1948, yet it is binding until 1953. 


UE has done everything within -its power to prevent the Peterborough er workers using their franchise in an 
election conducted by government labour officials. 


UE has neglected its trade union responsibilities in favor of such Communist-front movements as the Canadian 
Peace Congress which stands condemned as Communist by Hon. Lester B.: Pearson, Secretary of State for 
External Affairs. 


YOUR ONLY CHANCE TO

The cóntract under which. General Electric production workers are now bound continues in 
effect until 1953, unless IUE-CIO is certified as a result of Tuesday's vote. 


The Ontario Labour Relations Act gives IUE-CIO the right to enter into new negotiations

The Ontario Labour Relations Act also specifies, in Section 53,

LONDON June 22 — (CP) — 
Stoppage or even reduction of 
Iran's annual production of 30,- 
000,000 tons of oil would pose 
serious problems for the free 
world. 

British officials say Iranian 
production equalled three-fifths 
of Western Europe's total annual 
consumption and any interference 
with the flow of this oil might) 
mean.a slowing down of Western 
rearmament programs. 

Besides supplying part of the 
civilian needs of both Europe and 
Asia, Iran is the chief. source of| 
fuel oil for the Royal Navy. 

Between 6,000,000 and 8,000,000 
tons of Iran's annual output is 
exported in the form of crude 
oil—mainly to Europe. The Royal 
Navy takes an additional big slice 
direct from Iranian refineries, 

About another 5,000,000 tons is 
sent to Europe in refined forms. 
The rest goes to markets east of 
Suez.

Nothing Wasted 
At Big 
Paper Mills 


DRYDEN, Ont.—(CP).— There 
is practically no useless material 
án a modern paper mill. 

On the Wabigoon River here, 
s'te of 4he Dryden Paper Com- 
pany mill, are 25 houseboats built 
of scrap lumber from the paper 
company. 

Dryden's Memorial Arena uses 
sawdust from the company as a 
base for the ice. The diving 
tower of the municipal swimming 
pool was built with lumber from | 
the mill. 

It is all part of the plan known 
as integrated forestry operations, | 
which means that nothing. goes 
to waste. 

Every paper and lumber com- | 

pany in Ontario today aims at 100 
per cent utilization of the pro- 
ducts of the forest. The local 
mil, situated about halfway be-| 
tween*the Lakehead and Winni- 
peg, is in a good spot. to market 
its mill waste and by-products. 
. Railroad ties, eight^feet long, 
seven inches thick and nine 
inches wide are produced at the 
company's sawmills. To make 
the tie a round sawlcg 10 inches 
thick must be used, with lots of 
sawdust and slab left over. 

The sawdust is used for every- 
thing from ‘packing ice to insul- 
ating houses. The slab is sold at 
$4 n cord for firewood. 

Norman McMillen, veteran 
woods manager at Dryden, says 
the plant is already using every- 
thing but the scream of a saw.

All 
four\share the same 
tions. The Chinese language? with 
its thousands of characters, is not 
adaptable to modern devices. ' 

Recently publisher Chew P. 
Yée of Victorias New Republic 
spoke of the difficulties of pub- 
lication. because Canadian-born 
Chinese dislike newspaper, work 
involving writing copy with brush 
and ink. 

The Times, published by the 
Chinese Freemasons in Canada, 
started more than 40 years ago 
with the campaign to overthrow 
the Manchu empire. The Times’ 
first issues rallied 
Chinese in support of 
Yat-Sen, who made 
Republic in 1911. 

The revolution which has never 
ended makes political talk in 
Chinatown, and the Vancouver 
and Victoria papers—the other 
two are in Toronto—differ in 
policy.

Low as it 
is, there is a chance to get some 
extra fodder by sowing the grass 
that suits the conditions. 


Mr. Paterson and Mr. Fallis 
found Henry Sharpe in the midst 
of a grass silage’ job, and that 
raised the question of moisture 
content. The red clover, timothy, 
alfalfa had been cut an inch and 
a half with a forage harvester 
after being raked into windrows. 
Moisture Testing 


All three agreed that accord- 
ing to the closed-fist pressure 
test the grass mixture appeared 
to have wilted to within the ad- 
vised 60 to 70 per cent moisture 
for assurance of safe ensiling. Mr. 
Paterson was inclined to recom- 
men ddition of some whole 
grain or othér carbohydrate to 
make sure of required fermenta- 
tion. In his thinking there was 
some shade of doubt as to whether 
the mixture was right without 
benefit of added preservative. Mr. 
Sharpe felt that he was on safe 
ground and finally went on fill- 
ing the silo with the blower. 

“I know that a lot of Ontario 
farmers are doing just as Henry 
Sharpe did,” Mr, Paterson said, 
“and probably he was quite safe, 
although I.think I'd feel a little 
surer with some barley or corn 
cob meal or molasses to help fer- 
| mentation to proper ensiling. 
What is still lacking is sufficient 
experence of our own, as infor- 
mation and practical acquaintance 
to determine readily and with 
| assurance the right condition of 
grasses to be put into the silo. 
But, we learn by doing, just as 
|Henry Sharpe was getting that 
experience last Friday."

Determining the cutting time of | 
grass silage is similar practice 
in Smith or Otonabee and Wis- 
consin. 
Frank Paterson, agricultural| 
representative, recommended a 
week ago about 60 to 70 per cent 
of moisture as approving sign 
that grasses and legumes were 
ready for cropping. The rule of 
thumib method he mentioned is 
the same as that reported of Art 
Giese, Sauk county, Wisconsin, in 
a Country Gentleman item. 
Farmer Giese gives a handful 
of chopped forage a good squeeze, 
then releases it. "If the material 
stays in a compact ball, it prob- 
ably has more than 70 per cent

Silage made with choppers set 
for a %4-inch cut kept well on 
most farms when moisture was at 
70 per cent. When wilted below 
that level, a %-inch cut’ was 
better. 

More than three-fourths of all 
grass silage made in Wisconsin 
last year went through forage 
harvesters. This method takes 
about half the time required with 
the hay-loader and  silo-filler 
method."

Very Rich In Indian Lore 


LITTLE CURRENT —(CP)— A 
new history of the Manitoulin|

SYDNEY, Australia (CP) — In 
1921 there were 14 workers to 
every person eligible for a pen- 
sion in Australia. By 1949 there 
were fewer than eight workers 
for every pensionable person. 

In the last 30 years the num- 
ber of persons old enough to be 
eligible for a pension (65 for a 
man, 60 for a woman) has in- 
creased from 318,000 to 863,000—

cent from 5,500,000 to 8,250,000. 

The other 60 per cent fail to 
qualify under the means test. Un- 
der this test the amount of pen- 
sion diminishes as the private in-

Finland To Hold 
Elections - 
During July 


HELSINKI, June 22 (Reuters) 
—Finland, udner the shadow of 
Russian artillery, will hold free 
elections next month, 

Though she lost the war and is 
kept out of the United Nations 
by Russia’s veto, the country has 
retained her democratic way of 
life. 

Six parties are fighting the 
election: The Agrarians with 56 
seats in the present 200-seat par- 
liament; Social Democrats with 
54; People’s Democrats with 38; 
Conservatives with 33; the Swed- 
ish People’s Party with 14; and 
the /Liberals with five. 

The  Agrarians, representing 
land workers and sma)! holders, 
are moderately Conservative. 
But their leader, Premier Urho 
Kekkonen, is considered pro- 
Russian. 

Thc moderate Social Democrats 
formally represent labor, but 
have a wide outside following be- 
cause of their Democratic policy. 

Their leader, Karl Au 
Fagerholm, used his 1%-y 
term as Premier to purge the 
state police of Communists and 
reduce their powers. Fager- 
holm's Cabinet also abolished 
press censorship. 


Follow Moscow Line 


In contrast, the People’s Demo- 
crats—a merger of Communists 
and left-wing Socialists—follow 
Moscow’s line. 

The Conservatives support in- 
dustrial interests. The Swedish 
People’s Party, moderately Con- 
servative, represents the Swed- 
ish-speaking minority. 

Finally, the Liberals have 
merged with a right-wing group 
of intellectuals to form the Finn- 
ish People’s Party, pledged to 
protect the interests of the mid- 
dle classes. 

With high taxes squeezing the 
middle class, the new party may 
be the “dark horse” of the elec-|

OTTAWA, June 23 (CP).

RCA FStumped 


OTTAWA, . June 23—(CP)— 
The RCAF, first of the three ser- 
vices to recruit women on an ac- 
tive basis, is stumped for a name 
for its gentler component. 

Itall sterís from an unannounc- 
ed—but apparent—new policy af- 
fecting women in the three ser- 
vices, by which they will not be 
considered separate parts of their 
services, but will serve on the 
same basis as the men. 

They will draw the same pay 
and allowances as men for equiv- 
alent ranks, instead of getting a 
somewhat smaller share. 

When the Army started recruit- 
ing for the Canadian Women's 
Army Corps Friday, it announced 
that the “CWAC personnel will, 
fact, fill those vacancies in the 
normal establishment of units em- 
ploying them where experience 
has shown that they are more 
suited than men for the types of 
work involved.” 

Ruoghly, this is NDHW talk 
for "equal status for women." 
But the new policy strikes a hard 
blow at women in the RCAF, 
They no longer have a name. 

They ued to be “WDS” be- 
cause they were part of the Wo- 
men's Division of the Air Force. 
Under the new policy, there is 
no women's division, or separate 
outfit. . 

The girls are officially women 
in the RCAF, (WITRCAF).

A STUDIED and judicial review of the in- 
^^ creased postal rates for newspapers and 
magazines in Canada by The Saskatoon Star- 
Phoenix, shows that traditions of the postal 
service, long established in Canada, to the 
end that citizens should have information 
from newspaper reading at the very mini- 
mum cost, have been broken. If there is such 
à thing as a subsidy jt goes to the readers and 
not to the publishers, a very important point. 

The Saskatoon paper submits that the esti- 
mate.of the Postmaster-General that the 
Canadian post office will continue to lose 
$10,000,000 a year on the carriage of newspap- 
ers and periodicals is a somewhat misleading 
It suggests that the ioss is spread 
equally over all classes of mail that come 
into this group. This, of course, is not the 
case. For example, the department will con- 
tinue to carry local weekly newspapers pub- 
lished in communities of less than 10,000 
population for a distance of 25 miles without 
postage. It will continue to carry national 
publications from one end of the country to 
another for the same postage that it charges 
for delivery of the same type of material 
within à few hundred miles. In general, the 
rate of postage has very little relation t« the 
amount of service that is involved.

Man'sInhumanity To Man 


By WILLIAM E. GILROY, D.D. 

The miracle of the growth and 
in the 
ancient Roman world, the worl 
dominated by Rome, from the lit- 
tle group of disciples of the lowly. 
Nazarene, is equalled only by the 
miracle of the survival of Chris- 
tianity despite the cruellest and 
bitterest persecution by pagan 
groups. 

Early Christianity shares that 
miracle with the Judaism from 
which it sprang, for Christians 
have never suffered more terrible 
persecution than that with which 
Grecian conquerors had sought to 
paganize and corrupt the worship 
of the Temple. 

This was in the days of the 
Maccabees, shortly before the 
Christian era. I have frequently 
told in these columns how in that 
persecution eight hundred Phati- 
sees, then the party standing for 
the integrity and purity of their 
faith, had been crucified on a 
single day; and six thousand wor- 
shippers, protesting against the 
paganizing of the worship in the 
Temple, had been put to the 
sword within its very precincts. 

We know what Roman Catho- 
lic prelates and priests have suf- 
fered in communist - dominated 
European and Balkan countries, 
and at the present moment daily 
papers tell of what Roman Catho- 
lic missionaries are suffering in 
China. 

The persecutions and massacres 
of Jews under Hitler and Hitler- 
ites have made our twentieth cen- 
tury rife with a terrorism and de- 
struction probably unequalled in 
all history, though present day 
horrors have recalled and empha- 
|sized the long tragedy of man's| 
inhumanity to man. 

It is a devastating and terrify- 
ing record; yet not altogether ter- 
rifying, for with profound hope 
are loudly and persistently told. 

The fact that religion persists 
against all the efforts to destroy 
it, and that truth crushed to earth 
the evidence is clear and strong 
of the persistency of truth, and 
the power of religious faith, held 
with zeal and constancy, to sur- 
vive against all the powers of 
hell. 

Persecution, moreover, is not to 
be thought of only in its more 
dire and terrible forms. There is 
a persecuting spirit prevalent in 
our own and other lands, which 
does not take on forms of physical 
cruelty, but which seeks, none- 
theless, to besmirch and destroy 
those against whom it directs its 
intolerance. e 

Such persecution often attacks 
even the noble and high-minded, 
millions of unemployed helped 
by tactics of smearing, and lying,

Ownership Preferred 


In a recent poll designed to find 

out how people felt about home 
ownefship, persons who were 
renting homes in several typical 
eities were asked questions. Four 
out of every five.of the middle 
and lower-middle income groups 
preferred home ownership, pro- 
| viding they continued to get their 
|present annual income. 
| Asked why they prefer their 
own home, 26 per cent stated they 
liked the feeling of ownership; 23 
per cent said they wanted a place 
they could fix up to suit them- 
selves; 17 per cent stated they 
believed they could get better 
accommodations for less money; 
10 per cent thoüght ‘there* were 
greater advantages for their 
children; 9 per cent said they 
would like to be able to do as they 
pleased. 

Aside from these reasóns there 
is one fixed factor: Whether you 
own a home or rent one, the 
same items have to be paid, and 
these items are: Interest on the 
money invested, taxes, insurance, 
and up-keep. When you own your 
home you must pay these four 
items. When you rent a house. you 
must pay these four items plus 
the -fifth, which is profit to the 
landlord—a profit to which he is 
entitled as.long as you continue 
to require him to do for yon what, 
often at even less expense, you 
can do for yourself.

Boil ;not too hard. for 
about 15 minutes, then add 2 ta- 
blespoons glycerin, 6 1-3 table- 
spoons sorbitol (see note) and 1 
teaspoon certo crystals. Boil 1 
minute, stirring, and pour into 
sterile jam jars and seal. 

NOTE: Sorbitol is a sugar al- 
cohol well-known in diabetic re- 
search. If readers intend to use 
it they should consult their doc- 
tors, for its use in diabetes must 
be in accordance with the pa- 
tient's residual tolérance for glu- 
cose or his insulin dosage.

MONTREAL, June 22 (CP)— 
|Federal aid to, Canada's univer- 
sities is the only solution to cur- 
|rent high operating costs, G. G. 
|Burton, secretary of Birmingham 
| University, said Friday .n an in- 
|terview. 
| He was returning to England 
|following a fact- finding tour of 
|large Canadian and United States! 
| universities. 

“The sort of aid proposed by the 
Massey Commission seems to be 
the only solution," he said, “You| 
in Canada are facing the same| 
problem we had a féw years ago 
in Britain, The days of the pri- 
vate benefactor are over and fees

Commons Hopes 
To Adjourn 
OnThursday 


OTTAWA, June 25 (CP)—The 
Commons today set its collective 
sights on this Thursday, as the 
target date for adjournment of 
the current session, now in its 
99th day. * 

Both government and opposi- 
tion sources agreed that they hope 
to have their sessional work com- 
pleted by then and to adjourn 
the House until a new session 
opens in the fall. 

More than-a dozen bills and a 
raft of departmental estimates 
still await atvention. 

In the first Saturday sitting of 
a session which began Jan. 30 
last, the Chamber ,adopted legis- 
lation modifying pensions for the 
blind and opening the way for 
pensions for needy Canadians aged 
from 65 to 69. 

The 65-to-69 bill authorizes the 
federal government to share on a 
50-50 basis with the provin@®s the 
cost of paying the pensions, -at a 
rate of $40 a month. The Do- 
minion now must negotiate 
agreements with the provinces. 

In another phase of the ex- 
panded program, the federal gov- 
ernment itself will begin Jan. 1 
next paying $40-a-month pen- 
sions—regardless of means—to 
Canadians aged 70 and over. The 
system will be contributory. 


To Beautify Ottawa 


The Chamber also adopted a 
bil taking further steps toward 
beautifying Ottawa as the na- 
tional capital. 

Finance Minister Abbott tabled 
further supplementary estimates 
of $195,000,000 for the current 
fiscal year, bringing to $3,784,- 
000,000 the estimated grand total 
of government spending in 1951- 
52. 
Late in the evening, the House 
resumed study of Agriculture De- 
partment estimates and heard 
Agriculture Minister Gardiner re- 
port that the department expects 
hog marketings across the country 
this year to run about the same 
as last year. 


Too Costly 


Moving the pensions legislation, 
Health Minister Martin said the 
people of Canada are not yet pre- 
pared to finance the entire cost 
of a federal pension for all at 65 
regardless of means. A program ol 
that scope would mean expendi- 
tures would jump by $204,000,- 
000 in the first year. 

If universal pensions were paid 
to all at 65, the cost by 1971 would 
amount to $782,000,000 because of 
the country’s aging population. 

He said the cost to the provinces 
of assistance to the needy be- 
tween 65 and 69 should not be

Musical Notes 


A STRANGE ignorance persists among ama- 

teur musicians, and indeed among some 
professionals—who ought to know better— 
concerning the meaning of even the common- 
est of the terms to be found in*a musical 
score. It has happened by an historical ac- 
cident that nearly all these terms are Italian, 
for the simple reason that the Italians were 
preeminent in music at the time when a 
greater interest in the "expressive" side of 
music began to make itself felt. Taere are a 
few old German and French terms in general 
use, mainly in orchestral music, such as “Flat- 
terzunge" and "cuivre", and certain compos- 
ers, such as Schumann (and, for a short time, 
Beethoven) used their mother tongue for gen- 
eral directions, presumably on nationalistic 
grounds. Fortunately their number is few,

NTIL comparátively* recently we have 

been too content to view the masterpieces 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
through nineteenth century spectacies, as it 
were. Additional accompaniments, heavy re- 
orchestrations and changes in the text have | 
been sanctioned by usage. The tide has turn- 
ed now, and efforts are being made to preséut 
these works more or less as they must have 
sounded to contemporary ears. Instruments 
such as the harpsichord and the viol d'amóre 
have been revived. Inevitably these "recon- 
structions” are somewhat incomplete, as a 
good deal was left to the performers to im- 
provise. The soloists of those days inserted 
all manner of grace notes and expanded the 
plain cadences with florid passages (hence 
the word cadenza). The player of the con- | 
tinuo, who acted as conductor of ‘the band, 
played his part from a simple “figured bass" | 
—a sort of musical shorthand whicn.gives the 
chords to be used without any indication of 
the distribution of the parts; in this way he 
could, if skilful, give full rein to ais fancy. 
We know from contemporary writers that 
men such as Bach and Handel excelled at this 
type of work, but unfortunately we shall 
never know what they were like, except by | 
intelligent conjecture. In any case they 
probably never played the same way twice.

A PERFORMANCE of Hantiel’s "Messiah" | 

was given earlier this year in London at 
which great pains were taken to restore the 
original conception of the work.

HAVE just been listening on the vadio to a | 

recording of Schumann's violin’ concerto. | 
The soloist was Menuhin, and he tid much to | 
bring to life an otherwise patchy work. Schu- | 
mann had shown signs of being mentally un- 
stable in his youth. His happy marriage with 
Clara Wieck had initiated a period of tran- | 
quility during which he wrote most of his| 
best work, but towards the end of his life he | 
began to show alarmipg symptoms of depres- 
sion, and the quality of Lis output deteriorat- 
ed considerably. This concerto was complet- 
ed in 1853, a few months before his attempt- 
ed suicide in the Rhine, In spite of many 
passages of undoubted beauty the concerto is 
by no means a representative specimen of 
Schumann at his best; the finale in particular | 
is weak, and the orchestra throughout is con- | 
tent to proyide a very tame accompaniment. | 
For this reason it was never published during | 
the composer's lif@time and remained for 
some years im manuscript in the collection of 
Joachim, the famous violinist and friend vf | 
Brahms. After Joachim’s death it was de-| 
posited in the arcnives of the Prussian State 
Library in Berlin, where it remained in ob- 
livion for some years. 
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THEN. in 1937, a strange thing happened. 

Jelly d'Aranyi, the violinist and great- 
niece of Joachim, claimed that she had re- 
ceived instructions during a seance from the 
spirit of Joachim, instructing her to have the 
concerto performed. He also told her where 
to find it. A good deal was made of this story 
in the press at the time: it is only right to| 
point out, however, that the existence of this | 
concerto was already know to schoiars: the| 
1929 edition of Grove's dictionary of music| 
even gives its whereabouts ana particulars of | 
the movements that comprise it. It may very | 
well have been a cas@ of “subconscious mem- | 
ory” on the part of Miss d’Aranyi based on 
what Joachim may have told her while he| 
was still alive. Be that as it may, the work | 
was duly brought out of its living tomb in

which this peculiarity has conferred in turn | 


on General MacArthur and Genera! Ridgway. 
First, the’ United Nations army has enjoyed 
virtual air supremacy for the whole twelve 
months, It has used this supremacy as a bat- 
tering ram. Yet should a Third World War 
break out within the next three years, the 
enormous advantage of tactical air superiority 


for at least the opening phases in Europe and | 
the Middle East would lie with the Commun- | 


ist commanders; the United States would be 
striving towards parity, but hardly more. In 
brief, the Red armies in Korea have been de- 
ployed under the worst possible conditions, 
and can reasonably attribute to these condi- 
tions the. failure of-land tactics in the niass 
assault which are not necessarily faulty in 
themselves

Such circumstances 
couid not recur on a European battlefield, 
though Denmark bears interesting similar- 
ities. In general, the steamroller. tactics of 
Communist mass armies demand unlimited 
space for manoeuvre.

Finally, this peculiar war has been conducted 
without the employment of either bacterio- 
logical weapons or atomic bombs, a circum-

From the first four of these circumstances 
| the Communist world can fairiy draw comfort 
in studying the first year of the Korean cam- 
| paign. The fifth circumstance will hardly: be 
a comfort. If anything, it may be a warning 
that, militarily, Korea should be considered as 
the last (or nearly the last) of the old-type 
wars rather than a prototype of mid-20th cen- 
tury land-air warfare. 

I have tried to emphasize’ the “oddness” of 
the campaign so far because nothing could be 
more dangerous at the present time than for 
the free world to draw the inference from the 
past twelve months' fighting that Western 
fire-power and mobility can normally expect 
to check, far less shatter, the mass assault of 
numerically superior Red armies. Through 
the gallantry of the United Nations soldiers, 
their ability to learn quickly from mistakes, 
and the capacity of their commanders to 
stage-manage narrow-fronted close contact 
battles in which the napalm bomb and the 
artillery box can cause withering casualties, 
we have emerged from twelve months’ fight- 
ing without serious damage.

Flies are finding things mighty 
tough around here this summer. 

What with the recent big June | 
snowfall and now a war on their 
hands, the carefree life of a fly is 
hardly worth living. 


For the citizens of ‘Lethbridge 
and nine other communities in| 
this part of southern Alberta have | 
launched an all-out war on the| 
common house fly. | 

Health authorities say the cam-| 
paign is the first major effort in| 
fly control in Canada. | 

The idea was started by Dr. 
Margaret, O'Meara, former Leth- | 
bridge medical health officer, and | 
the first spraying was carried out) 
last summer, using DDT. 

Great Results | 


Results were so successful the | 
city decided to carry out an op-| 
eration DDT every year. Then the 
provincial and federal govern-| 
ments .got behind the idea and 
provided grants for the purchase 
of a spraying machine, 

Provincial entomologist J. H. 
Brown of Edmonton suggested 
setting up a fly-control area, so 
the towns of MacLeod, Cardston, | 
Magrath, Raymond, Stirling, 
Coaldale, Taber, Picture Butte 
and Barons joined the project. 

Health authorities feel that by 
getting rid of flies, one of the 
greatest health menaces would x 
removed. 

If the fly control program is| 
successful over the entire district, | 
there is a strong possibility that) 
a mosquito control campaign will | 
be undertaken next year.

The two who found the body 
were Cliff Pirie, 25, 71 Crescent 
St., and his chum Vernon Gosse- 
lin, 24, 67 Crescent St. They saw 
the body floating face downward 
midway between a small island 
and the west bank of the river, 
100 feet north of the CPR bridge 

The two men were idling along 
in Gosselin's boat, testing his new 
outboard motor for trolling speed. 
Pirie first saw the body but didn’t 
know at first if it was just a.float- 
ing object. A 

They investigated and found it 
was the drowned boy: After 
shouting their discovery to a 
group of boys on the CPR bridge 
they brought the body ashore. 

Their discovery was shortly 
after 11 a.m. 

Going To Assist In Search 

They were going upstream at 
the time to assist other volunteers 
in the search for the body. 

The boy drowned early Thurs- 
day night when he fell from an 
eight-foot cement shoring wall, on 
which he was climbing and fell 
into the raceway, 30 feet south 
of the powerhouse. 

He could not swim and was 
caught up in a back eddy of the 
turbulent water and swirled 
almost within reach of an older 
lad who was fishing from a near- 
by abutment. Then he was car- 
ried out into the fast-moving 
main stream and disappeared 
from view. 

He is survived by his mother 
and father; two sisters, Sharon 4,

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2 Bank Buildings 
Miror 
50-Year Changes

buildings anywhere is the new 
Bank of Nova Scotia head office, 
whose 25 storeys rise massively, 
yet gracefully, amid the rapidly- 
developing canyons of Toronto's 
King and Bay Strets.

Reminder 
Of Year Of War 


By STAN CARTER 
AT THE 38TH PARALLEL ON 


THE WESTERN FRONT, Korea, |. 


June 25 —(AP)— This is where 
the Korean war began. Here, in 
the Seoul - Uijongbu = Chorwon 
corridor, Communist tanks rolled 
into South Korea one year ago 
today. 

Three times, Communist armies 
have marched past this point into 
South Korea. Three times United 
Nations armies have pushed them 
back up north. 

Today, barbed wire is still in 
evidence along the parallel. Sand- 
bagged  machine-gun positions 
still can be seen along a little 
piece of high ground overlooking 
the parallel. 

Allied trucks and jeeps kick 
up clouds of dust on the road 
down which the Red tanks came. 
Some are carrying supplies to the 
battle-front, in North Korea. 

In a way, this is a pretty place. 

The hills on both sides of the 
corridor are green with vegeta- 
tion. Fields of grain, sown when 
the battlelines were farther away, 
are maturing in the valley. On the 
hills there are wild flowers. 

At the side of the road is a 
freshly painted black-and-yellow 
sign: "The war began here June 
25th, 1950—38th parallel—cour- 
tesylst Cavalry. Division." 

Here is the rubble of war. 

Two rusty Korean trucks— 
you can’t tell whether they are 
North of South Korean—lie on 
their sides in a grain field. One 
has a shell hole through the cab. 
The frame of the other is twisted. 

The headquarters camp of an 
American tank company is locat- 
ed at the parallel. Just a little 
up the road there is a cluster of 
pup tents and half-shelters, where 
fresh UN troops are billeted be- 
fore being sent to the line. Com- 
bat veterans are processed here 
prior to going home. 

A mile or so up the road are the 
ruins of a North Korean town. 
The dwellings have been levelled 
by artillery and bombs. At the 
side of the road, an old Korean 
woman is drawing water from a 
well -which has been left intact. 

Perhaps 10,000 North Koreans 
lived in the town before the war. 
The old woman is the only civil-

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Hope Cancer Cure Search’ 
Will Aid A-Bomb Victims 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 

NEW YORK, June 25—(AP)— 
A great new search to cure 
cancers is under way at Memorial 
Hospital’s Sloan Kettering insti- 
tute. 

It could bring a tremendous 
dividend—the discovery of ways 
to save people hit by radiation 
from atom bombs. ^ 

The key to both goals is 
X-rays, and what X-rays do to 
human bodies and tissues. 

X-rays can cure cancers. But 
they can also hurt healthy cells 
and may cause radiation sickness 

If doctors learn how to prevent 
or cure radiation sickness and 
damage to health tissues, they 
could use bigger doses of X-rays 
to cure more cancers. 

If that is learned, the radiation 
danger in A-bombs might be less- 
ened or abolished. Their danger- 
ous radiation is mostly X-rays. 

The radiation sickness is the 
same, whether from too much 
X-rays in treating cancer or from 
the bomb, 


Damage Production 


X-rays damage production of 
red and white blood cells, lead- 
ing to anemia and less resistance 
to disease.

X-rays cause these changes. 

Some clues are coming already 
from the new studies directed by 
Dr. C. P. Rhoads, director of re- 
search at Memorial, and Dr. 
James Nickson, chief radiation 
therapist. : 

One phase is tracing exactly 
what happens in the bodies of 
patients treated with X-rays for 
cancer. 

Another question is what radia- 
tion does to glands and hormone 
secretions. If hormone output is 
changed, radiation sickness might 
be offset by giving hormones that 


*|are lacking. There is evidence, 


said Dr. Rhoads, that the amount 
of hormones coming from the ad- 
renal glands are changed. ` 

Somehow, X-rays can change 
the chemical balance inside living 
cells. They can change the her- 
edity of cells, leading them to 
suicide or sometimes leading them 
to wild, cancerous growth. 

The heredity of a cell is deter- 
mined by its chromosomes and 
genes. 


Have Four Chemicals 


The chromosomes seem to belj; 


made up mainly of four chemi- 
cals, These are like gears in a 
gearbox, necessary to let the cell 
live and grow, Dr. Rhoads ex- 
plained. Each can be made syn- 
thetieally. 

The vital point is that different 
kinds of cells apparently need 
different amounts of the  four| 
gears. 

The hope is that maybe there 
are differences in the amount of 
each gear needed by a cancer cell 
compared with a healthy cell. 

If this is true, then scientists 
could make fake gears, chemicals 
that almost fit but which are just 
different enough that the cell 
can't use them. A cancer cell 


"| might take up the fake gears and 


be stopped in its growth. Healthy 
cells wouldn't be affected because

UN Diplomats Convinced 
Military Victory Obtained 


By MAX HARRELSON 


UNITED NATIONS, NY, June 
25 —(AP)— As a full year of 
fighting in Korea comes to an 
end, most United Nations diplo- 
mats are firmly convinced the 
UN already has achieved both a 
military and a moral victory. 

Even more important they say, 
is the impetus the Korean war has 
given to the UN's efforts to build 
strong machinery for collective 
security. 

One Western delegate summed 
up the year's results this way: 

“We have taught the Commun- 
ists that aggression doesn't pay 
and we have learned a lesson our- 
selves. We have learned that we 
must not be caught unprepared 
again." 

One of the difficulties last 
June 25, when the North Korean 
Communists launched their at- 
tack on the UN-sponsored South 
Korean government, was the fact 
the UN had no armed forces at its 
disposal. In future cases of ag- 
gression UN diplomats hope there 
Will be a real UN army and a real 
UN command. 


Take Major Steps 


In the 12 months since the 
Korean war started, the UN has 
taken these major steps to pre- 
pare for future aggression: 

1. Created the collective meas- 
ures committee, which is pushing 
ahead rapidly with plans for mili- 
tary, political and economic có-

UN, delegates now 
contend that, while this objective 
still stands, it is a political prob- 
lem ahd should be settled by 
negotiations.

Pop Bottle Band 
Teaches 
Music, Physics 


SWIFT CURRENT, Sask. (CP)| 
—An old aluminum teapot and a 
pile of soda-pop bottles are the 
mainstays of Swift Current's 
unique "Bottle Blowers' Orches- 
tra.” 

They aren't a commercial 
music-producing aggregation, but 
27 school pupils whose principal, 
Kenneth Aberdeen, thought a 
pop-bottle orchestra’ would be an 
economical method of teaching) 
his pupils music and physics. 

Using small medicine bottles, 
ordinary-size pop bottles, and 
quart-size pop bottles (the “bass” 
section) for accompaniment, the 
youngsters supplement the musí- 
cal group with tonettes, an auto 
harp, drum, and a set of meolidic 
bells. 


Each bottle is filled with 
colored water to a different level, 
producing a musical note when 
the player blows into the top of 
the bottle. 

The bottles are tuned to the| 
school piano before each perform- 
ance, the “tuners” using a water- 
filled teapot. to fill the instru- 
ments to the right level. 


All musicians play from music. 
Mr. Aberdeen says the orchestra 
pu» teaches the pupils more 

an to read music. It teaches| 
each student how musical notes| 
can be obtained by the length of| 
an air column in a bottle by add- | 
ing or subtracting water from the 
teapot. 

Thus the children have learned 
the principles of such wind in- 
struments as the pipe organ. 

Saskatchewan's school super- 
visor of music, R. J. Staples, calls 
thé "bottle blowers" one of the 
most remarkable orchestras he 
has ever heard.

A shooting which police say was 
caused by a family quarrel heads 
the death toll reported in Eastern 
Canada during the weekend.

“Capital investment” is a dull-sound- 
ing, uninteresting and even unimport-; 
ant phrase to a general reader not 
aware of its implications. A person who | 
will get excited about the rise or fall of 
exports will be unresponsive to statistics | 
about capital investment. Nevertheless, | 
domestic capital expansion is-one of 
the two major stimuli of the whole | 
Canadian economy, export trade being| 
the other. The figures on projected) 
capital spending in Canada this year, 
recently made public by the Department | 
of Trade, are important. 

It is estimated that private industry | 
and governments will together spend on | 
new construction, machinery and equip- 
ment the huge total of $4,561,000,000 
this year. That is 3233 million more | 
than estimated at the first of the year. | 
The increase is due partiy to more | 
orders for industrial machinery (for in- 
stance, for factories converting some ot | 
their production to war work), partly to| 
higher prices. I 

The figure of four and a half billion | 
dollars for capital expenditure during | 
1951 is a twenty per cent increase above 
the 1950 figure. The total in 1950 was) 
$3,791,000,000. A large part of the in- 
crease is due .to higher costs of build- | 
ing, material and labour. The vast sums 
being spent on capita] outlay are, inci- 
dentally, proof that Canadian industry 
i not being ground to dust by govern- 
ment regulation and taxes. The com- | 
panies and private persons would not 
spend the money if they thought they} 
could not profit from it. Among the | 
four and a half billion dollars, $612,000,- | 
000, or 1342 per cent., is going into gov- | 
ernment work. That is not an unduly |

It is provocative to compare these 1951 | 
figures with figures and prophecies of| 
earller years.

When they meet at villages or 
in. the bush, medicine or treat- 
ment is never mentioned, Friend- 
ly conversation is usually kept 
strictly to topics such as hunting 
and fishing. 

Becausé of the power’still held 
by the medicine men, many 
natives refused to be examined, 
but the health department be- 
lieves this attitude will eventually 
change. 

Dr. Brock also used aircraft, 
launches and native canoes during 
his visits.

Parents Neglect 
Seen Big Factor 
InYouth Problem 


LONDON (CP), — Broken 
homes and parental neglect are 
the two main causes b)hmed for| 
a steady increase in délinquency 
among adolescent, youth in 
Britain. 

The analysis is made in a re- 
port by the Joint Committee .on 
Psychiatry and the Law, appoint- 
|ed by the Magistrates’ and Bri- 
tish Medical associations. The 
number of defaulting boys, con- 
victed of indictable offences, it 
says, rose from 19,387 in 1938 to 
27,454 in 1948. 

In its exhaustive study of the 
problem, the committee contends 
that “shoddy” parents, lack of 
privacy at home, blind-alley jobs 
and lurid films, tell but half the 
story of delinquency. Too many 
youngsters, it adds, don’t know 
the meaning of religion and get 
through their early years without 
learning the difference between 
right and wrong.

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Claxton Outlines Atomic Bomb Targets At Kiwanis Meet 


OTTAWA, June 27—(CP)—De- 
fense Minister Claxton said Tues- 


two main routes acros$ Canada for 
air attacks if war comes. Canada 
has about seven targets which 
might invite use of one.of these 
bombs. 

Those were among the facts he 
marshalled in an address to the 
Ottawa Kiwanis Club to back his 
statement that even if something 
comes of Russia's Korean peace 
overtures Canada mast not slack- 
en defence efforts. 

The minister reaffirmed the cab- 
inet's opinion that the time*is not 
ripe: for general ^conomic con- 
trols and the hope they wil] never 
be needed. He also intimated that 
the United States is going to help 
foot the bill for some defence in- 
stallations in Canada which would 
benefit the whole of North Am- 
erica. : 

Mr. Claxton said the armed for- 
ces have been getting men at a 
satisfactory rate, that they now 
have 80.000—the total was 47,00 
when the Korean War started a 
year ago—and that 31,000 civilians 
are working at defence. Every ef- 
fort would be made to raise the 
joint total to 150,000 from 111,- 
000. 

Ten per cent of the 80,000 men 
now in uniform were in the 27th 
Army Brigade which was expect- 


ed to go to Europe. re were 
enough replacements now avail- 
able, in addition, to reinforce the 
25th Brigade in Korea for six 
months or more. 

Takes 12% of Income 

Canada's present defence pro- 
gram was taking 12 per-cent of the 
national income compared to 45 
to 50 per cent at the peak of the 
Second World War. Thus, finan- 
cially, it could be described as 25 
per cent of an all-out war effort. 

The three-year  $5,000,000,000- 
program could be achieved. while 
the economy was maintained, but 
it couldn't be done without giving 
up some of the goods the people 
would like to have.

IN SEARCH OF LONDON, dy H. V. Morton 
(British Book Service). 

HEN we open a new travel book by H. V. 

Morton, we know pretty much what we 
may expect: smooth writing, a great deal of 
out-of-the-way information, a pleasant and 
never too obtrusive nostalgia, a strong whiff 
of sentiment and an unfailing sense of what 
will'interest most tourists. How good it is 
and how clearly he does it! Not always with 
unstained success, of course. His book about 
Wales was not good enough to appeal to a 
Welshman, and Scots have said the same to 
me about his book on Scotland. But whea 
he is dealing with what he knows best—Eng- 
land, and especially London, —Mr. Morton is

This book about London has given me great 
pleasure. I have visited London many times, 
and for two years I lived there, but | was ai- 
ways too busy to see the sights, and to visit 
the places where history has been made. "In 
Search of London" fills me with a keen desire 
to go back’ again and repair my omissions.

Hungarian Deportations 


by ELISABETH BARKER 


A PARTICULARLY gloomy aspect of life 
for many people in iron curtain Europe 
today is the sense that no one in the outer 
free world knows what is happening to them 
The Communist governments in Eastern 
Europe have certainly worked out an effec- 
tive system of preventing undesirable news| 
getting out. In particular, they have made | 
a practice of excluding western journalists | 
whenever possible, and they make clear to 
the few remaining correspondents the risk of 
eviction or arrest if they send dispatches dis- 
pleasing or embarrassing to the regime. 
Hence, many east Europeans suffer the for- | 
lorn feeling they are forgotten by.the free 
world. 

This is not so. The news blackout is not 
get through 


wrecking the lives of ordinary men and. wom- | 
in 
the West. There are signs the Communist 
rulers are not yet entirely insensitive to pub- 
lic opinión in the west, There has been a 
striking instance in Hungary during the last | 
few days. In the latter part of las. month, 
reports began to trickle out about large-scaie 
deportations of families from Budapest. Nota- 
ing was said by the Hungarian press or radio 
and it was clear the Government wished to 
preyent discussion of them inside Hungary 
and conceal them from the outside world. 
When western radio stations began to give the 
news, they were bitterly attacked by the 
Hungarian radio—but, at first, only in its for- 
eign language services, not in its home ser- 
vice. Finally, on 16th June, the Hungarian 
authorities were compelled to issug an of- 
ficial statement which.then, for the first time 
mentioned the subject to the home audience. 

This and subsequent Hungarian press com- | 
ment attempted to present the deportations | 
as a small-scale affair designed to remove 
from Budapest “aristocrats” and collabora- 
tors of the pre-1945 Horthy regime The de- 
portations, it was said, would provide much- 
needed housing tor deserving workers.

the present Hungarian type, such people could 
not represent any danger to the regime. And 
for some of the oldest-of them deportation to 
a remote, unfamiliar village where living 
conditions are of the hardest is virtually a 
death sentence. 

It.is known, however, that many deportees 
cannot possibly be classed as artistocrats or 
reactionaries. It is estimated that, instead 
of the officially admitted 924 families, over 
10,000 people have already been deported. 
These include minor civil servants; profes- 
sional men, present or former; small trades- 
men and—most significantly — a numberof 


| factory workers suspected of sympathies with 


social democracy, that is of a critical attitude 
The depor- 
tations are therefore directed rot only against 
those who could by any stretch of the im- 
be called "class enemies" but 
against. those who, by social origins or sus- 
pected sympathies, are regarded as lukewarm 
towards the regime, and against those whom 
the regime, itself, by its decrees has depriv- | 


| ed of a place in the new economic system. 


The deportations are being carried out on 
a systematic basis. Batches of around 300 
families have been removed trom Budapest 
three times a week. The deportees have so 
far been given a maximum of 24 hours no- 
tice; they -can take very few of their posses- 
sions with them and travelling conditions are 
sometimes very hard. Suicides on the journey | 
have been reported. Some of the deportees, 1t 
is rumoured, are taken to Soviet Russia; but 
this is not confirmed. Others—the more "sus- | 


| pect” characters, including former army of- 


ficers, are apparently interned in cainps. Most 
find themselves dumped in some small vil- 
lage where they have to find some peasant 
willing to give them a floor to sleep on and a 
little to eat, Since food is aiready short in 
the villages owing to government requisition- 
ing, food is a particular problem even if, as| 
often happens, the peasants do their best ʻo f 
help the deportees. The deportees can be 
forced to do the hardest types of labour at} 
starvation wage.

Power Demands 
Jump Sharply 


TORONTO, June 27 — (CP) — 
Primary power demands jumped 
sharply last month following a 
normal seasonal decline, the On- 
tario Hydro Commission reported 
Tuesday. 

In the Thunder Bay system, 
peak demand recorded during a 
20-minute period reached 189,776 
kilowatts—an increase of 3.9 per 
cent over the previous record.

Ottawa Studies 
Bringing Home 
Dead In Korea 


OTTAWA, June 28 (CP). — 
The government has been con- 
sidering bringing home Canada’s 
dead from Korea, Defence Minis- 
ter Claxton told the Commons 
Wednesday, but no decision has 
been reached. 

Any decision to do so would be 
a fundamental change from the 
policy of the past. Canada's over- 
seas dead of the two world wars 
are buried overseas. 

Two former high ranking of- 
ficers on the opposition side of- 
fered opposed views in an ex- 
change during discussion of de- 
fence estimates, 

Maj.-Gen. G, R. Pearkes VC 
(PC, Nanaimo) said that because 
of Korea's geographical position 
and other factors there would be 
little chance that many Canadian 
parents could ever visit the graves 
of their sons. He asked consider- 
ation be given: to removing the 
bodies to Canada. 

No Decision Made 


Mr. Claxton said consideration 
has been given and no decision 
has been reached. Canada, he said, 
would want to co-operate with 
other Commonwealth powers. 

(Canada and other Common- 
wealth powers have in the past 
adhered to the rule that bodies 
buried overseas can't be brought 
home.) 

Col, A. J. Brooks (PC, Royal) 
disagreed with Gen. Pearkes. It 
would be a great mistake, he said, 
to bring the dead home as the 
United States had done in the past. 
1f the soldiers themselves could 
be consulted, they would want to 
remain where they lie. He could 
not agree that a considerable num- 
ber of parents could get to Eu- 
rope. He estimated that not one 
in 600 parents of the dead could 
get to Europe to. visit war ceme- 
teries. 

Gen. Pearkes asked the minister 
to see that graves of Polish sol- 
diers who fought with the Polish 
Division in the First Canadian 
Army in the last war be looked 
after by Canada. He said the 
Polish Communist government 
is doing nothing about them.

Move Carefully 


In Ottawa, Prime Minister St. 
Laurent said today the Canadian 
Government is considering “very 
carefully” the implications of the 
Soviet proposal for a Korean arm- 
istice. 

He told The Canadian Press the 
Russian suggestions were trans- 
mitted to the Canadian Govern- 
ment Wednesday night by Hume 
Wrong, Canadian Ambassador in 
Washington. They are now under 
study. 

Jacob Malik, Soviet delegate to 
the United Nations, put forward 
the original cease-fire suggestior 
in a speech Saturday.

E. D. Perkins, director of industrial 
security for the Defence Production De- 
partment of the Canadian Government 
has reported on the “screening” of em- 
ployees in Canadian plants where works 
of a secret nature are being carried out. 
It is revealed that the Reds are trying 
to get into “every industry in Canada,” 
The screening is by no means complete, 
since, according to Mr. Perkins’ report, 
only about 25,000 workers have been 
sifted. The chaff turned up in this 
numbered 250. That does not seem 
many, but it is one per cent. One per 
cent is enough to sabotage a factory, 
and recent. history of Communism in 
European countries shows that it is 
enough even to seize control of a 
country, using well-known Communist 
tactics of slander, lies, intimidation and 
violence. The 250 “undesirables” work- 
ers whom R.C.M.P. investigators have 
turned out are potentially dangerous. 
In the sifting process undoubtedly 
others have escaped detection. These 
might be the most dangerous, because 
the real agents of Communism in Can- 
ada are well under cover. They work 
through the more obvious Communists 
and fellow-travellers, like the 250 work- 
ers picked out as “undesirable.” 


This screening is not a witch-hunt for 
Reds. It is an attempt to take precau- 
tions. There is no public flogging, no 
Star Chamber. If an “undesirable” per- 
son is found to be working in a plant, 
the contract for secret equipment is| 
withheld until the Communist is either 
fired or given work which !solates him 
from the part of the plant producing 
the classified equipment.

The screening process has already 
lightly touched Peterborough’s chief in- 
dustrial plant. How effective it is can- | 
not be determined. One wonders how 
well the secrecy of a particular work 
can be guarded merely by screening the 
people who actually work on the job 
or by transferring an undesirable person 
to another Bench. Hundreds of others 
in the plant daily pass through the de- 
partment where the special job is being 
done; they are in daily contact with the 
men engaged on it; and, actually, in 
such a highly organized plant, many de- 

Apartments, from cost accounting to fire- 
fighting, are connected directly or in- 
directly with the defence production 
orders.

In expressing concern about this mat- 
ter we do not suggest that Communists 
are skulking beside every bench and 
hiding under every bed in Peterborough.

The 
proportion of Communists is probably 
less than the one per cent. revealed by 
the Defence Production Department's 
screening throughout the country, but 
as we have already said, a yery small 
infiltration of Communists is enough to 
overthrow a majority. 

Big Talk From Syngman Rhee 

Syngman Rhee, President of the Re- 
public of South Korea, has issued an an- 
nouncement regarding the proposal for 
a cease-fire order in the Korean con- 
flict. He will not accept any proposal 
which. falls short of a complete unifi- 
cation of the Korean Peninsula—"this 
1S Qi Ininirruxxi syrsrysrivssw. = 3 
demands a voice for South Korea in any 
cease-fire negotiations, and warns that 
"without our participation in all dis- 
cussions regarding Korew, thex, will be 
futile." ai 

This is big talk indeéd, and it seems 
to us that it ig high time Syngman Rhee 
was told, and told very plainly, that 
what he considers a minimum réquire- 
ment will not be the governing factor 
in reaching any settlement of the 
Korean conflict through negotiations. 
The United Nations will determine the} 
minimum requirement, and Mr. Rhee | 
will find himself constrained to accept 
it. And it is quite improbable that the 
United Nations will be impressed by his 
dictum that nothing less than complete 
unification will do. 

The demand for South Korean rep; 
resentation at discussions seems justi- 
fied, but if South Korean representa 
tives were to insist on complete unifica» | 
tion as a preliminary requirement, they 
would contribute little to the discus- 
sions. North Korean representatives 
could certainly be counted upon to re- 
ject this demand--and. North Korea | 
would perforce be represented. , | 

Since war began in Korea, it has be- | 
come necessary to re-examine and re- 
appraise Syngman Rhee and his Gov- 
ernment. It is now generally conceded 


a 
a 


that both suffered in the process. For 
many years, Mr. Rhee fought most cour- 
ageously for an independent Korea, but 
somewhere along the line he apparently 
acquired the nature and habits of a dic- 
tator. His Government is said to be 
one of dubious integrity, under which 
the old abuses of feudalism and reac- 
tionary capitalism persisted. Even the 
conduct of the election which placed it 
in power has now been questioned. It 
is this Government, and its leader, 
which is now attempting to dictate 
cease-fire terms. 

The Western Powers have backed 
some strange starters in the Far East. 
Chiang Kai-shek was one, and there is 
still strong support for him and his-cor- 
rupt followers in the United States, led 
by Alfred Kohlberg and the “China 
lobby.” Another is the Emperor Bao 
Dai, who prefers to play around in 
France while his people are fighting in 
Indo-China. Syngman Rhee is still an- 
other, and although the United Nations 
may be committed to recognition of his 
South Korean regime for the present, it 
might not be too early to begin to weigh 
the desirability of a truly democratic 
election for South Korea, at least, if 
peace can be negotiated. 


Pip-Squeaks From Montreal 

The Ottawa Citizen does a useful ser- 
vice in Ontario by reporting periodically 
on the French-language press in Can- 
ada, sifting editorial opinion and reports 
in various Quebec papers. A week 
ago the Citizen’s analyst gave this 
report on an article in Montreal’s Le 
Devoir: 

“French-Canadians give proof of pride 
in not enlisting" was the title of an article 
written by Pierre Vigeant, parliamentary 
reporter for Le Devoir. “There will not 
be many to serve in the 27th Brigade of 
an army in which they would be treated 
as mercenaries, the article commented. 

"The minister of defence . . . expresséd 
satisfaction that French-Canadians had re- 
sponded with as much enthusiasm as others 
when the government recruited the 25th 
Brigade which is serving in Korea. He is 
probably disappointed," Vigeant continued, 
"to learn that the volunteers are three 
times less numerous this time. He should 
not be surprised. 

“One should rejoice at the results of the 
recruiting campaign. The French-Cana- 
dians are giving proof, quite simply, of 
pride in not enrolling en masec in the 27th 
Brigade. If they rushed to recruiting de- 
pots, the minister of national defence could 
conclude that they were satisfied to be 
treated as mercenaries. 

“Mr. Claxton won’t have to seek the ex- 
planation of so little enthusiasm. It is in- 
volved in the organization and policy of 
the minister who inflicts an unjust treat- 
ment on French-Canadian officers and 
soldiers. It also is involved in the declara- 
tions, of slight encouragement, by the 
minister in the House of Commons re- 
cently.” 

The 25th Brigade was made up largely 
of veterans of World War II, Le Devoir 
commented, and of a group of adventurers, 
By the time the 27th was to be recruited, 
however, the words of Mr. Claxton re- 
garding the future of French-Canadians in 
the army had been heard—and they dis- 
couraged the hesitant. Reforms are ne- 
cessary, if French-speaking. Canadians are 
to be attracted to the army, Vigeant main- 
tained, ‘

Stalin Seizes Initiative 
In War Of Words 


By EDWARD CRANKSHAW 


. GROMYKO in Paris last week and now 

Mr. Malik in Néw York have told us a 
number of things about the present mood of 
the Soviet. Government. Mr. Gromyko has 
made it quite clear that Stalin has no inten- 
tion of relaxing his efforts to sow confusion 
and dissension in the West, even at the cost 
of a heavy strain on the Soviet economy, al- 
ways provided that these efforts may be pre- 
sented to the Russian people as part of the 
fight for peace. Mr. Malik with kis sudden 
intervention in the Korean affair has told us 
that despite his actively hostile policy Stalin 
cannot afford to permit & final break-down 
of communications between Russia and the 
West and, at the same time, that he cannot 
rest for one moment in his spurious role of 
lord-protector of the peace. 

In Paris during the past weeks the Western 
Powers have played into Stalin's hands with 
a consistent and inspired stupidity that takes 
one's breath away. At no time in the pro- 
ceedings did Messrs. Davies, Jessup and Par- 
odi individually or together, give the light- 
est hint that they knew how to practise diplo- 
macy, or even that they knew what diplo- 
macy was for. They allowed Mr. Gromyko 
to pursue them grimly from one false posí- 
tion to another until, clinging with stubborn 
rigidity to predetermined attitudes, they 
were püshed right off the board. »

But what the 
people of the West seem unoble to get into 
their heads is that half of the world thinks of 
the British, the Americans and the French as 
being tarred with the same brush. We are 
not loved for our nice natures; but we used 
to be respected for our ability and strength. 
The Russians may be even less loved; but 
there can be no doubt in anybody's mind as 
to who showed the greater ability and ten- 
acity of purpose at the Palais Rose. 

The original motive behind the Soviet initi- 
ative for a conference was almost certainly 
fear of a resurgent Germany Events have 
since shown Stalin that the German menace 
is not so immediate as he believed, so that he 
can afford to take a little more time. Thtre 
is every reason to suppose that he wants a 
high level conference, and that sooner or 


ative, to reduce the strain on Russia's econ- 
omy by reducing the international tension. 
But he is determined first to extract every 
ounce of advantage from the present paralytic 
conduct of the West. Thus, no sooner has Mr. 
Gromyko achieved his immediate object, than 
Mr. Malik comes up blandly with an appeal 
for a Korean armistice, delivered before Lon- 
don, Washington and Paris have had a mo- 
ment to think what to do next.

T is possible that the Kremlin has finally 

decided that the time for a cease-fire has 
come. China may well be reluctant to go on 
fighting Russia’s battles for her, and the last 
thing Stalin wants is to see the Americans 
established a stone's throw from Vladivostock. 
We do not know, It may be simply that Stalin 
is following up his advantage and seeking 
to embarrass the West still furthe- by putting 
the onus of a continuation of the Korean war 
on to us. 

Certainly, without a greater display of 
diplomatic skill than the West has shown in 
Paris, he will succeed in this. Further, at 
any moment Stalin himself may weigh in 
with a direct appeal for a high-levei confer- 
ence, to make good the failure of the depu- 
ties and save the peace of the world; and the 
West should not be able to refuse without 
looking foolish in the eyes of its friends and 
sinister elsewhere. 

In a word, Stalin, after a spell of defensive 
tactics, has once again seized the initiative 
in the war of words. It will be easier to 
wrest it from him if we have a clear idea of 
his motives, Obviously, he is very much con- 
eerned with weakening the purpose and reso- 
lution of the Atlantic Powers, with exploiting 
the resistance to foreign imperialism of back- 
ward peoples, with exploiting the genuine 
desire for peace among all people every- 
where.

*Sir: With the beef price 'headache' in the 
news.again, and like:y to be with us for a 
long time, I would like to bring the following 
revealing figures to the spotlight—where the 
final consumer reads. They show what hap- 
pened to every $100.00 of income to one of the 
country's major packing concerns, and are 
eg from the company's 1950-51 annual re- 
port: 
To livestock producers ............ 1,982.01 
To employees (wages, pensions, eté.).. 10.05 
Supplies (packaging final product) . 2.49 
General expenses (operating) 
Taxes (federal, provincial, local) 
Depreciation (buildings & equipment). 
Interest (to banks and bondholders).. 
Reserve (inventory, contingencies) 
Profit (from packinghouse operations). 


To these rural eyes at any rate, the above 
table is worth pondering? On the other hand, 
it seems important to remind the average 
busy urban Canadian that the above crystal- 
clear picture of what I woüid term “The 
Packers' Dollar" is not to be confused with 
"The Urban Meat Dollar", at the retail level, 
Obviously, there is room for a second table, 
showing what happens to the aforesaid $100.00 
worth of livestock products, as they move on 
to the ultimate consumers, at the retail level? 
So far as my experience goes, I conféss that 
these latter details are unknown to me. I 
suggest (if there is nothing to hide, and ade- 
quate services are being rendered for widen- 
ing the price range) that, at the above point, 
we are only at the half-way mark between 
the farm gate and the cityman's plate, and 
that all Canadians are entitled to the facts 
and figures which are míssing, but which are 
needed to complete this rural-urban meat 
price story?

Wages In The Gold Camps

"Starvation wages" is a battle cry frequent- 
ly uttered by union agitators in Ontario gold 
camps.

Further evi- 
live in conipany houses, and 750 own their 
own homes. The rent of 350 company houses 
is $15 to $20 a month.

Even Jonathan Daniels, Ra- 
leigh, NC, editor and Truman 
biographer, said after a White 
House visit he thinks—but does 
not know—that Mr, Truman is 
going to run again.

Mennen Williams of Michigan 
and others are as coy as school 
girls. 

Look magazine says in its cur- 
rent issue it polled 41 Democratic 
Senators and found only five who 
named Mr. Truman as their first 
choice to make next year's race.

The Republicans have no such 
barrier as the Democrats, but the 
nearest they have to an avowed 
candidate is Senator Robert A. 

Taft says he ex- 
pects to decide some time before 
September 1 whether to run. 

President Harold E. Stassen of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
who has tried before, says he 
will wait until next January to 
decide what to do.

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, teh two-time presidential 
onminee of the party. say she is 
out of it and is plugging Eisen- 
hower.

right now, thanks. 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
of Maine probably could be con- 
vinced she ought to run for Vice- 
President, but is waiting events. 
Senator Joseph McCarthy (R-

retivence about them. 

The most talked about man in 
both parties is Eisenhower. But 
it is months since énybody got 
him mad enough even to deny 
he wants to be Presicent.

Prices Of Grain 
Drop Sharply 


Grain prices have skidded as 
much-as 30 per cent since Satur- 
day, quotations from the Quaker 
Oats Co. Ltd. reveal. 

First and second quality wheat, 
feed oats, feed barley, buck- 
wheat and Ontario corn have 
been affected. 

The main reason, said an offi- 
cial of the company, was that a big 
crop is coming along and already, 
before, it has started to ripen, 
farmers are beginning to sell. 

A second reason was the peace 
move started by Russia which may 
halt the fighting in Korea. This 
news may mean a slight down- 
ward movement in prices result- 
ing from a not-so-accelerated de- 
fence program. 

Feed barley took the biggest 
drop, skidding almost 33 per cent 
from $1.40 last Saturday to $1.10 
on Tuesday and to 90 cents today. 
A year ago it was selling at $1.12. 

Number 1 and 2 wheat slid to 
$1.62 today from $1.70. A year ago 
it was selling at $1.90. Number 3 
wheat is today $1.59 decreasing 
from $1.67. 

Feed oats took,a one-cent up- 
swing to 76 cents after dropping| 
from 87 cents on Saturday to 75 
cents Tuesday. Last year at this| 
time it was selling at 87 cents. 

Ontario corn dropped from 
$1.78 to $1.70 and again to $1.65. 

Buckwheat is the only grain 
that has held steady at $1.15.

Within City 
Mayor s Idea 


Would Encourage 
Use of Land 
Within Boundaries 


Peterborough’s next realty 
bulge may develop on its eastern 
border. And it may be directed 
that way. 

Mayor Swanston commented to 
the Examiner the other day that 
the city should encourage residen- 
tial use of the lands within its 
boundaries, instead of encourag- 
ing `a drifting course off toward 
other parts of the compass, chief- 
ly west and north. 

“I think the council should con- 
sider this question of trying to 
balance the expansion of the city," 
Mayor Swanston said. 

Gain Taxes 

“We have a lot of land east of 
Little Lake, for instance the old 
Roberts farm, along the east side 
of Armour Road. It is good rolling 
land, quite an area of it, and it 
is in the city. If it was developed 
the city would get the benefit of 
the taxes. We’ could consider 
whether that would be the wise 
thing to do, that is to try to give 
direction iri building up that sec- 
tion of the city instead of letting 
others get us off into Smith and 
Monaghan." 

The houses that have been built 
in recent years at Downer's Cor- 
ners are in the city, the most of 
them at any rate. Some business 
has also taken root in the vicinity. 
City council and Utilities Com- 
mission have been asked for ex- 
tensions of water and sewer ser- 
vices, but so far there has been 
no guided or concerted movement 
in that easterly direction. 

Bxtend Services 

Mayor Swanston sald the coun- 
cil should at least consider some 
time that eastern area, and also 
the- problem of extending services 
which would probably have to be 
laid on Armour Road South. In 
that course there might be con- 
ference of the council and Utili- 
ties Commission as to possibilities, 
costs and other details if develop- 
ment in that direction was to re- 
ceive any encouragement. 

Petitions for fire protection 
have been received by the council 
from the Downer's Corners neigh- 
borhood, but so far any action that 
might be undertaken has been 
halted by the problem of crossing 


the canal with sewer and water 
lines.

‘Women Form New Counc 


To Improve Child Health 


TORONTO, June 28—Attempt 
to form maternal and child health 
- Councils across Canada as a com- 
murity effort with the various 
women's organizations cooperat- 
ing, is part of a 10-point program 
adopted Wednesday by the child 
and maternal health division of 
the Health League of Canada. 


The occasion was a one-day 
conference of the 2-year-old di- 
vision, called to organize a wo- 
men’s advisory council, and was 
attended by about 75 representa- 
tives of local and national organ- 
izations. Dr. H. B. Van Wyck, 
president of the division and em- 
eritus professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology, University of Toron- 
to, chaired the meeting. Dr. Nel- 
les Silverthorne, division  co- 
chairman, was one of the speak- 

"ers. 

Vital part of the new program 
will be efforts to establish pre- 
natal classes across Canada, such 
as already exist in Toronto, also 
to arouse interest in providing in 
hospital elsewhere breast-milk 
banks, such as are already being 
done in a limited way in Toronto 
Hospital for Sick Children. 

The Health League will assist 
in providing authoritative discus- 
sion and lecture materials and 
films, and giving general publi- 
city to the maternal welfare work. 
The League will also make a 
study of literature on maternal 
and child health coming from 
various sources with a view to 
standardizing this, and eliminat- 
ing duplication. The present 
wealth of material is confusing 
to young parents, it was pointed 
out, 

Efforts will be directed not only 
to arousing public interest, but 
to stirring up interest on the part 
of medical, dental and nursing 
organizations, it was stressed.

Can'tDeport 
FredRose ` 
Commons Told 


OTTAWA, June 29 (CP)—Fred 
Rose, Polish-born kingpin of a 
Russian-directed espionage ring 
in Canada during the Second 
World War, cannot be deported. 

The 43-year-old former Labor- 
Progressive member of the House 
of Commons for Montréal Cartier 
will be released Aug. 9 from St. 
Vincent de Paul Penitentiary, 
near Montreal. 

He was convicted on espionage 
charges in 1946 and was sentenced 
to six years. He is getting time 
off for good behavior. 

On his release he will be allow- 
ed to retain his Canadian citizen- 
ship and to remain in Canada. 

This information was given the 
Commons Thursday by Citizen- 
ship Minister Harris. 

Not Retroactive 


Mr. Harris said new provisions 
in the Canadian Citizenship Act, 
permitting revocation of citizen- 
ship and deportation of persons 
convicted of espionage, are not re- 
troactive. 

“The result is that he cannot 
have his citizenship revoked un- 
der the law at the present time,” 
said Mr. Harris. “That brings a 
further result that you cannot de- 
port a person who has Canadian 
citizenship.” 

Rose, born of Russian parentage 
at Lublin, Poland, :r 1907. became 
a Canádian citizea in 1926 — six 
years after coming to this country.

Iran and Mexico 

A week ago we drew attention to the

LPHA:. I hear a rumour that the first 
mayor of Peterborough came to a sticky 
end, Is that so? 

ANSWER: Our first,mayor was an Ulster 
Irishman, Thomas Benson, son of James and 
Anne (Robinson) Benson of Fintona, County 
Tyrone, where he was born January 11, 1804. 
The family. came to America in 1818, settling 
first at Landingburgh, N.Y. and then at 
Kingston. Among Thomas Benson's brothers 
and sisters were the Hon. James Rea Benson, 
a senator who lived in St. Catharines; Wil- 
liam Benson, collector of customs at Wind- 
sor; Ann, wife of John R. Dickson, M.D., su- 
perintendent of the Lunatic Asylum at Rock- 
wood, Kingston; and Joseph Benson, M.D., a 
professor in a medical college in Chicago, ` 

Thomas Benson was educated at Kingston 
and inclined to the legal profession but was 
prevented from adopting it because -of the 
prejudice of his parents. He went into mer- 
chandizing in Kingston, staying there until 
1832 when he removed, to Por* Hope. There 
he traded until 1837 and the outbreak of the 
rebellion. He went into service as a captain 
of a company of volunteers and was on duty 
at Chippewa and Navy Island. 

From 1839 to 1845.he was a regular Pay- 
master with-a battalion at Niagara. When 
this was disbanded, Captain Benson removed 
to Peterborough (1845) where he was engag- 
| ed in the milling business until 1853. When 
Peterborough was incorporated in 1850, he 
was elected its first Mayor. From all accounts, 
he took a lively interest in advancing educa- 
tion in the district, through his pen and as 
Superintendent of Public Instruction for the 
counties of Peterborough and Victoria. 

In 1853, he settled in Port Hope and became 
secretary and treasurer of the Peverborough | 
and Port Hope Railway Company.

bacon cured, but the trouble with 
it is the lean part of it is so hard 
when it is fried or broiled that| 
we can't eat it. Would you have 
some recipes call for bacon that | 
would overcome this hardness, 
and make it usable?

Potato-Bacon Pancakes 

Cut 4 slices (about 14 1b.) bacon 
into very small pieces. Fry these 
until they are just bginning to get 
crisp, and skim the bacon out of 
the ‘fat. Wash and peel enough} 
potatoes to make one pound— 
this is 2 very large potatoes— 
grate them on a fine grater into 
a bowl containing 1 tablespoon 
grated onion, 2 unbeaten eggs, 2 
tablespoons flour, 1 teaspoon salt| 
and shake of pepper.

Seek To Trace 
Cable Theft 
Through Pliers 


COBOURG, June 30 (ENS)— 
Preliminary trial of Orville 
Hannon of Cobourg and Edwara 
Burtenshaw of Toronto, charged 
with theft of a large quantity of 
aluminum ‘cable. from the rural 
HEPC here on May 5, started Fri- 
day, taking up most of the day 
and adjourning for one week. 
Main feature of the Crown's case 
was technica] evidence in con- 
nection with the tool marks left 
by a pair of pliers, said to have 
been found with the arrest of the 
pair, in cutting off cable from 


_|the spindle ends of the reels. 


Ralph Fisher, local HEPC rural 
manager, ‘testified that it was 
learned on May 6 that the cable 
had been stolen from the pole 
yards, Received back was 1,687 
pounds. Cable averaged 27 cents 
a pound. Dan Dudley, stockkeeper 
at the hydro yards, said that a 
check of the inventory revealed 
that 2,698 pounds of the cable had 
been stolen and they were still 
short some pounds. 


Rented Truck 


W. Frappier, clerk in a truck 
lease company of Toronto, testi- 
fied that a man who had rented 
a light truck checked in at 8.19 
a.m. on May 5, with a mileage of 
170. He signed the rental card as 
Edward Burtenshaw. Witness 
identified Hannon, not Burten- 
shaw, in court as the man who had 
rented the truck. Walter Maher, 
who rented the truck to the man, 
said that a license had been pro- 
duced with the name of Edward 
Burtenshaw. He could not identify 
either of the men in court as the 
one with whom he had done busi- 
ness.

Failed To Identify 

"I had only talked to them for 
a few moments and I couldn't 
identify them.

He found a pair of 
pliers, a glass cutter and two 
screw drivers, Which he took 
with him to police headquarters 
and also some clothing which he 
sent to Professor Joselyn Rogers. 

He cut the ends of several of 
the sections of cable and turned 
them over to Cobourg police. In 
Hannon’s possession was a truck 
rental agreement. Detective B.

HALIFAX —(CP)— There's no 
gold braid and little shiny brass 
aboard, but the 50 or so small 
freighters plying the Atlantic sea- 
d are an important ‘actor in| 
Maritime trade. 


Rail and truck competition has! 
eut the number of ships involved | 
in the trade but the remaining| 
vessels still do a brisk business| 
with isolated outposts and New- 
foundland. 


Only two such craft ply along 
the Nova Scotia coast but at least 
40 are engaged in the Newfound- 
land trade. 

Others make voyages to the 
French islands of St. Pierre- 
Miquelon,. off Newfoundland’s 
south coast, and to Grindstone in 
the Magdalen Islands. 


The Josephine K. and'the C, and 
E. Burke are the only two in the 
Nova Scotia trade, They are sub- 
sidized by tbe Canadian Maritime 
Commission. 

Unlike their big brothers—the 
deep-sea tramp  steamers — the 
little vessels with a payload of 400 
tons or so are not affected by the 
summer opening of the St. Law- 
rence. 


Link With Outposts 


In fact, their best business is 
during the summer months.. In 
winter they provide a transporta- 
tion link to outposts alniost iso- 
lated by bad roads and lack of rail 
connections. 

Of the 40 vessels on the New- 
foundland routes, about 15 sail on 
regular schedules and the others 
call as cargo warrants.

From a son of Mr. McLeod heard of the po- 
tentialities of Australia and persuaded his 
supporters they should go there. With single- 
hearted zeal they built five ships and recon- 
ditioned a sixth, The five ships were their 
own work, from the selection of the trees in 
the forést to masts and sails. They provided 
their own captains and crews—and school- 
masters who eonducted classes during the 
voyage.

Call| 
for outside aid if it is needed,| 
and try not to worry. A happy,| 
serene atmosphere in: the home 
helps to build emotional health. 
Accidents are less likely to hap-| 
pem in a peaceful household. | 

Baby needs special summer care. 
Screens or cheesecloth must pro-| 
tect him from mosquito or fly 
bites Although a gradual tan 
has a beneficial efefct, on hot days| 
his exposure to the direct rays of| 
the sun should be before ten in| 
the morning, or in the late after- 
noon. A diaper is enough clothing 
for a baby ovér a month old on 
a very hot day. Sponge him| 
often to keep him cool and he 
will likely escape prickly heat.| 
If this threatens his skin, a tea- 
spoon of baking soda in two 
quarts of the washing water is ad- 
vised by some doctors. 

Babies, just like adults, may 
lose their appetites during the 
"dog days". It has been proved | 
beyond a doubt that a breast fed 
baby of a mother who is healthy 
and rested, is less subject to diges- 
tive upsets than one on artificial 
feeding. 

However, if mother is anxious 
about a bottle-fed infant's lack| 
of interest in his meals, she should 
check the formula with her doc- 
tor.

^ Different types of wall surfaces 
present totally different «cleaning 
problems. Here are a few simple 
suggestions that will hélp,you to 
clean your walls and ceilings 
with um efficiency. 

To Clean Dull Painted Walls 

(a) Dust with a wall brush or 
broom covered with a soft cloth. 
Use light, overlapping strokes— 
heavy ones will rub the dirt “in” 
rather than "out". Change the 
cloth frequently. 

(b) Painted walls may be wasu- 
ed with a cloth wrung out of light 
suds. Rinse with a cloth wrung 
out of clear water and wipe with 
a dry cloth. 

(c) Special precautions: 

Clean only a small space at 
time. 

Use an up and down motion and 
be sure that each stroke over- 
laps the last and leaves no 
streaks. 

Use, very little water. : 

Any good soap or cleanser may 
be used. Yellow soap, soda or 
washing powders may change the 
colour of pgint. 

To clean walls that are finish- 
ed with enameled paints: 

(a) Enameled paints are dulled 
by soap. Walls that are finished 
with enamel should be cleaned 
with a cloth wrung out of hot 
water. 

(b) Remove spots with a fine 
scourer such as whiting lightly 
applied. 

To clean calcimined walls: 

(a) Calcimined "walls are very 
difficult to clean because the 
calcimine comes off easily. Re- 
finishing is usually necessary. 

(b) Some spots may be re- 
moved by rubbing with art gum 
or putty erasers, but unless very 
carefully done, it is apt to leave 
spot or rings. h 

To clean papered walls: 

(a) Papered walls are some- 
what difficult to clean since hard 
rubbing blurs the pattern. Use 
a soft, clean cloth or soft brush, 
and rub with an even stroke and 
very little pressure. 

(b) Most commercial cleaners 
and powders streak the paper un- 
less very carefully used. Putty 
erasers or cleaners and prepared 
starch or dough cleaners may be 
used, but require much time and 
energy and results are not always 
satisfactory. 

(c) Spotted or sooty paper may 
be cleaned by using soft stale 
bread. 

(d) Grease spots are difficult to 
remove, but may sometimes be 
[removed by coating them with a 
thick layer of fuller's earth, mag- 
nesium, or even talcum. Let the 
coating remain for 24 hours and 
| lightly brush it off. Repeat ap- 
plication if necessary. 

10 Rules for Better Closets 

Whether you're building a new

(1) Wide shallow closets are 
generally better than deep nar- 
row ones.

NEW YORK, June 30 (CP)— 
The stock market dufing the first 
half of 1951 faltered in its two- 
year rise, with the Korean war, 
the Iranian oil issue, government 
controls and taxes pointing to 
caution. DE: 

When the year opened, infla- 
tion whipped the market past the 
hurdles erected by the Korean 
war itself and the controls and 


restrictions growing out of the 
war. 


The economic evidence pointed 
to higher prices to come. Depart- 
ment-store sales were booming, 
steel-production facilities 
ready for huge expansion and 
plans were under way for wide- 
spread home-building for defence 
workers. 

May 3, The Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks reached a 
high for the year of $97.80—the 
highest level since Sept. 23, 1950. 

Then the bull market went into 
a three-week decline. The drop 
carried the market almost to the 
low for the year—$89.40 Jan. 3, 
and in the week ended May 20 
the quoted value ‘of all securities 
listed on the New York Stock 
Exchange was down nearly 
$2,500,000,000. 

No dramatic event had touched 
off the decline as had happened 
when the market reeled under the 
shock of seeing American troops 
enter the Korean war in mid-1950, 
This time, technical reasons with- 
in the market itself were given 
the largest role in the drop. It 
was largely called a "corrective 
movement."

The market declined in mid- 
February with the reasons as- 
cribed to technical reaction, flur- 
ries or peace-rumor selling and 
timid reactions to regulations 
among other factors.
